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BANKERS CAPTURED. 


MERSHON AND DURELL OHARGED 
WITH BANK BREAKING. 


Failure of Their Institution at Vermont, 
III., Is Followed by Their Disappear- 
ance and the Discovery of Alleged Ir- 
regularities in the Books=Chase for the 
Men Which Results in Their Being 
Taken in This City- Each Surprised 
That He Is Discovered, 


H. Mershon, President of Mershon & Co.’s 
bank at Vermont, Fulton County, III., and 
E. P. Durell, the cashier, were arrested by 
Detectives Hanley and Norton of the Central 
Station yesterday afternoon. Both men were 
arrested on watrants charging them with em- 
bezzlement and bank wrecking. 

The banking firm of Mershon & Co. was 
considered the leading bank of Vermont. It 
was well thought of throughout Southern 
Illinois and numbered some of the best cit- 
izens, merchants, and farmers among its de- 
positors. When a savings department was 
started the poorer people, having confidence 
in the bank and its officers, deposited their 
money freely. Henry Mershon was President 
and E. P. Durell cashier. 

A year ago, without a word of warning, the 
bank suspended payment, and assignment 
was made to Jesse Bogue, a merchant. of Ver- 
mont. At the time of the failure it wus an- 
nounced that the suspension was but tempor- 
ary, and elaborate explanations of how it hap- 
pened were made. It was said that the re- 
sources of the bank were sufficient to pay 
every depositor twice over,and that all that was 
needed was time to realize on the assets. For 
some days a crowd of depositors clamored 
around the closed bank, but they were put off 
with promises of speedy payment and were 
satisfied. |

Omana, Neb., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—A nice 
comfortable body-beating was administered 
at the Western Union telegraph office a few 
nights ago to a sneak who richly deserved it. 
Incidentally the career of a faker and dissem- 
inator of lying telegrams concerning Omaha 
was cut short. 

Some time ago the Bee found occasion to 
discharge a youth named Frank B. Tracy, 
who was engaged on the editorial force of 
that paper. Tracy had while in the employ 
of the newspaper worked up a system of 
piracy in relation to special telegrams, steal- 
ing the news sent in and selling it to outside 
and Eastern newspapers.

When he was 
sought to retain his papers, and 
sent them all manner of the wildest 
kind of stuff, killing prominent citizens, dis. 
covering grave yards full of murdered people, 
and doing all that kind of work.

HOTELS FULL TO THE ROOF, 


They WI Be Compelled to Turn People 
Away Today. 

The hotels down-town and in the World’s 
Fair district have been doing business nearly 
to their limit during the last week and the 
unprecedented inflow will fill them to 
their limits. Today will find these hotels 
turning people away. The North and West 
Side hotels will take the overflow and possibly 
house it. The lodging accommodations of 
the entire 187 square miles of Chicago will 
be heavily drawn upon, if not exhausted, by 
tomorrow night. The second-class hotels are 
elastic in their accommodations and nearly 
all of them have filled parlors, hallways, and 
every foot of available space with cots. 

A partial canvass of the hotels—down-town 
and in the Vicinity of the Fair—showed that 
there is little if any room. 

Here is what the hotelkeepers report: 

Great Northern—From indications last night 
those who have not engaged rooms in advance 
here for tomorrow stand but little chance of so- 
curing any at all. Last night 500 applicants were 
turned away. Clerk Garrabrant said it would be 
im possible to accommodate any more unless room 
was made by some of the present guests leaving 
today. Most of the guests arrived last week and 
intend staying until after Chicago day. A large 
influx could have no effect on the hotel, as it is 
filled all the time to its utmost capacity. 

Grand Pacific—The Grand Pacific was com- 
pletely filled last night, and Chief Clerk Morton 
said it was difficult to estimate the number of 
people they could accommodate, if any. First- 
class people object to mix with strangers. Ata 
pinch they ean put away about 150 people if they 
would be willing to sleep in double-bedded rooms 
and on cots. Last night nothing but double- 
bedded rooms were left and a large number of 
people were turned away. In case of a rush they 
would do their best to look after them. . 

Grand Union—Last night applicants were be- 
ing turned away, as there were no vacant rooms 
to be had. Preparations were being made fora 
big crowd for today and single beds were being put 
up in the rooms. In this manner between 100 
and 150 might be given a place to sleep tonight 


tomorrow. night. 

1 Hotel The Windsor was crowded last 
night and cots were being used in the parlor.

rumor spread around the town. That night 
Mershon and Durell disappeared, and next 
day it was freely said that $20,000 were miss- 
ing from the bank and that the missing men 
had been guilty of shady tr stions, .. 
bank failed with liabilities placed at 
000, and assets of nearly double that sum. 
Shis statement was accepted as correct, but a 
short investigation by the expert examiners 
showed that the liabilities were greater, and 
that the bank’s assets were practically nil. 
Further search showed that Mershon & 
Durell must have been aware for some time 
of the condition of the bank, but it is said 
they accepted deposits up to within a few 
hours of the failure, 


An Explanation Wanted. 


It was at once decided by those interested 
that the presence of Mershon and Durell was 
necessary to éxplain at least the transactions 
of the bank, but within a few days it was 
seen that the men would have to 
explain their, own acts as well. 
It was said that both men had 
indulged in the wildest kind of speculation, 
and that loans had been made irregpective of 
security to people whose identity could not be 
discovered. Then it was determined to find 
the men. 

Descriptions of Mershon and Durell were 
sent broadcast through the country, and a pri- 
vate detective agency was put to work on the 
case. Once they were located in Cin- 
cinnati, but when officers arrived 
they had fied. A few days ago 
Mershon was recognized on the street by a 
Vermont visitor to the Fair and he went and 
informed Inspector Shéa. Mershon had been 
seen near Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s and Officers 
Norton and Hanley watched that street for 
some days. The officers had little more for a 
clew than a description of the men and the 
fact that they Were thought to bein the: city, 
but early yesterday morning they positively 
located the men. 

It was ascertained that Durell was rooming 
at No. 253 Hermitage avenue, where he had 
been for sometime, The two officers visited the 
house at that number early yesterday morning. 
In response to.a ring at the bella woman 
came tothe door, informed them. that the 
man supposed to be Durell had lived there, 
but had moved away at 4 o’clock that morning. 
She did not know where he had gone. Said she: 
„% He never told me his business, and I knew 
but very little about the man. I never even 
knew his namé until you mentioned it here. 
He never received any mail here to my knowl- 
edge. 


Then ‘Went After Mershon. 


The detectives convinced themselves: that 
Durell had gone and started after Mershon, 
whom they had located at No. 277 Ogden 
avenue. They were ifformed at that 
number that he was working as a 
clerk at Siegel, Cooper & Co.'s 
store and that he could be found there. The 
officers lost np time in hastening to Van Bu- 
ren and State streets, and when Morshon was 
called before them and seeing that all chances 
of escape were gone he confessed that he was 
the missing banker, but took his arrest calm- 
ly and refused to say anything that would lead 
to the arrest of Durell. He professed ignor- 
ance as to where Durell could de found. 

The officers learned that Durell, in com- 
pany with his brother, was intending to start 
in the printing business at No. 4432 State 
street, where they had already rented rooms. 
A visit there furnished them little information, 
however, but they soon after found that after 
leaving Hermitage avenue Durell had eagaged 
a room at No, 224 Washington boulevard. 
He was unpacking boxes and arranging his 
rooms when the officers called, He had evi. 
dently some intimation that he was being 
tracked, for before the officers had made it 
known what their business was he attempted 
to pass out of the rear door. He was arrested, 
however, he was given time to escape 
and was also taken to the Central Station. 

It is thought that Durell had some friend 
in Vermont who knew of his whereabouts and 
kept him informed as to what was being 
done. It is also believed that he received 
some word from there which caused him to 
remove from his room on Hermitage avenue.

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World's Fair Matters and Meat Inspection 
to Claim His Attention. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Oct. 7.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Morton left for Chicago this 
morning. He will open and preside at the 
first session of the World's Fair Auxiliary 
Agricultural Congress, Oct. 14. He will also 
address a meeting of the National Swine 
Breeders’ Association on the day previous. 
On the 17th the National Forestry Associa- 
tion, of which he is President. will 
meet and he will no doubt take 
ad vantage of his presence in Chi- 
eago to preside at this meeting. 
One of the main objects of his visit to Chicago 
at this time is to investigate the subject of the 
meat inspection, with special reference to 
his order of Sept. 13, extending the 
same to cover products intended for the 
inter-State trade. For this purpose he is 
accompanied by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Dr. D. E. Salmon.

How the I.-O.“ Was Sold. 

Two of the greatest sells perpetrated by 
Tracy on the Inter-Ocean, in addition to the 
manufacture almost daily of speciais of 
minor importance, occurred last spring in 


connection with the burning of the building 
of Shiverick & Co. and the alleged discovery | 


of a great sensation at the Jewish cemetery 
in this city, in which he alleged that the Board 
of Health of the city had discovered the Rus- 
sian Jews burying their dead under about one 
foot of sail. In the first instance 
he made his Chicago paper ridiculous by the 
statement that twenty people had been killed 
by the tumbling walls of the Shiverick Build- 
ing. He gave an imaginary list of the killed 
and injured and declared the whole business 
portion of the city to be in flames. 
But the greatest indignation was aroused 
in Omaha by Tracy’s alleged exposé of 
the Jewish Cemetery. There was absolutely 
no foundation for this story. He related 
in detail how he had accompanied 
the City Physician to the cemetery, 
and after a brief examination they made 
the most startling discoveries in that 
portion devoted to the dead of the Rus- 
sian Jews. They found dozens of shal- 
low graves, especially those of in- 
fants. With sticks, he says, he and 
the physicians uncovered coffins and were 
almost overcome with the awful odor arising 
from the partially covered graves. Then he 
explained that by interviewing a number of 
Russian Jews he discovered that it was 
a sacred custom in their native land to 
inter their children in the shallowest of 
graves, a kind of superst ition that on the judg- 
ment day the children would not possess the 
strength to arise from the depths of an 
adult’s grave at the sound of Ga- 
briel’s trumpet. The greatest indignation 
was aroused among the Hebrews of Omaha 
when the matter was reproduced in the 
Omaha Bee and branded asa rank fake. The 
Board of Health of the city took up the mat- 
ter. The City Physician, whom Tracy alleged 
accompanied him on his tour, re- 
pudiated the whole thing, 

said he had never seen and did 
not know sucha man existed as Frank W. 
Tracy. Citizens living immediately in the 
vicinity of tw J ewish cemetery were terribly 
alarmed by the lie, and those features of it

The entire trans- 
action occupied less than twenty minutes’ 
time and his success was received with cheers. 
Johnstone fainted after the ordeal was passed, 
but was soon revived.

Charge on Which Stonewall J. De France 
Will Be Arraigned in Detroit, 
_Derrorr, Mich., Oct, 7.—Stonewall J. De 
France, charged with getting $38,000 from 
Minneapolis banks on forged checks, will not 
be given up to the Minnesota officers. He 
will be arraigned here Monday on the charge 
of abduction as being one of the chief con- 
spirators in the Perrien sensation. It is said 
the officers will be able to prove he was the 
instigator of the abduction of Perrien, the 

wealthy mill man, several years ago. 

Early this morning De France was taken 
from his cell in the Grand River Avenue Sta- 
tion heavily ironed, under the direction of 
Sergt. Hign, and taken directly to the Central 
Station, where he was fully identifled by J. 
K. Wagner, President of the First National 
Rank of Kalmazoo, and Sheriff Hosburg of 
the same county as the man who, Nov. 20, 
1891, swindled that bank out of $5,000 
on a forged New York draft for 512. 
500 in exactly the same manner 
as the Minnesota banks were swindled 
later. He was then taken down-stairs and 
locked up in a cell, where all visitors were re- 
fused admittance. The Police Department 
and the Prosecuting Attorney believe that the 
Perrien mystery will now be solved, and claim 
to have abundant evidence upon which to base 
such belief. ¢ 

There is no longer any room for doubt that 
the details of the whole p'ot have been placed 
in their possession within the last few weeks, 
and that the arrest of De France is the first 
result of that important information. Others 
who are implicated are being closely shad- 
owed, and their arrest is liable to occur at uny 
moment.

with Berlin Bankers in Behalf of Its 
Ally te Secure Funds with Which to 


Pay Its CouponsePrince Bismarck

Beri, Oct. 7.—While Prince Bismarck 
absorbs popular interest which never tires of 


the minutest detail regarding him, official 


and diplomatic attention has been directed to 


the critical financial condition of Italy and 


the probable effect of this condition-on its re- 


lations to the triple alliance. Last week the 


position of the Italian Government was so un- 
certain that a Berlin syndicate hesitated to ad- 
vance the 40,000,000 marks necéssary for 
the payment of the January coupons. 

French intrigue, doubtless incited by the 


Carnot Government, had suddenly placed the 


Italian Treasury in an awkward predicament. 
The Paris bankers with whom Italian rentes 
were mortgaged for a loan of 45,000,000 
francs demanded immediate payment. About 
the same time the Italian Treasury, although 
canvassing every financial center of Europe 
for a projected rente loan of 600,000,000 
francs, issued an order making the 
payment of coupons in gold abroad 
subject to sworn affidavits and 
other vexatious formalities evidently 
designed to delay the delivery of the coin. 
The Berlin syndicate which had been 
in negotiation with the Italian Gov- 
ernment at once drew back and de- 
elined to make the desired advance. 
Everywhere in Europe the rente loan was re- 
fused regardless of terms. The financial 
deadlock was of most serious political im- 
port when the German Government, as late 
as last Thursday, intervened to enable Italy 
to get enough from Berlin bankers for the 
payment of the next coupons. | 
Ho far the government has guaranteed its 
financial support to Italy is not known, but 
the best informed financiers here believe this 
advance is merely preliminary to an Austro- 
German policy which will give Italy the offi- 
cial support of both governments and make 
possible for it the negotiation of the 600,- 
000,000 francs loan.

Oct, 11 and Oct. 31. King Humbert’s ad- 
visers, however, have chosen the opposite 
course. They seem to be reckless about ir- 
ritating France. 

The semi-official newspapers are circulating 
mendacious reports as to the English 
squadron at Genoa and Spezzia, receptions 
and reviews by the King and Crown Prince, and 
popular demonstrations all along the coast. 
The fact is that the Italian Government 


was informed officially that only part of the En- 


glish Mediterranean squadron would visit the 
Italian coast. The vessels were to pay only a 
short call of courtesy at Taranto, the official 
communciation said, and anything like a great 
demonstration must be declined. The British 
Government wishes even that the Italian 
squadron shall be prevented from joining the 
British fleet at Taranto.

No Ameriean Loan at Paris, 
The Koenische Zeitung says the report that 


the United States Government tried to nego- 
tiate a gold loan in Paris was due to an offer 
from Washington to deposit $100,000,000 3. 
per-cent Treasury bonds with Paris bankers 
in exchange for gold to relieve the scarcity of 
that metal in New York. The Paris bankers 
assented to this proposition, pro- 
vided they obtained the right to 
sell the bonds at a fed rate. 
The negotiations continue, says the Zeitung, 
but nothing is heard about them in Berlin. 


Gold Standard in Russia, 
The St. Petersburg Regierungsbole says the 


government, with a view to establishing 
shortly a gold standard, has accumulated 
600,000,000 rubles in gold. When leading 
persons have wound up to their satisfaction 
their paper ruble speculations the operation 
of giving Russia a gold currency will be an- 
nounced, but that is a long way ahead.

Her children knelt be- 
fore her pleading for relief as they pointed to- 
ward Siberia. A guard of three soldiers, typify- 
ing Russia, Germany, and Austria, stood about, 

Polish Weddi urty, an allegory. This 
was another contribution of the alliance, created 
by Baronéz.

Venerable Pole Rings the Bell. 


A gray-haired Pole 107 years old yesterday 
rang the Columbian Liberty bell at Jackson 
Park. He didn’t ring it unaided because of 
his feeble strength, and was assisted by Jus- 
tice M. A. La Buy. The ringing by the old 
man was for Poland’s day — commemorat- 
ing the fact that Kosciusko and Pulaski aided 
in the American Revolution to divorce the 
colonies from the rule of Great Britain. The 


aged Pole, who could but feebly assist in the 


ringing, was Michael Adamezky of South Chi- 

His great age is attested by Justice 
La Buy. he Polander came to Porte, 
Ind., from Poland thirty-five years ago, 
After ten years’ ‘residence there he 


moved to» South Chicago, where he 


has since resided. His manner of living has 
been simple, as have been also his ambitions. 
His greatest pride is the fact that he is an old 
settler, a Polander, and one of the men who 
helped build the Lake Shore and the Michigan 
Central railroads into Chicago. Although his 
sojourn has been long in this country he is 
unable to speak English, and what he had to 
say yesterday was interpreted by Justice La 
Buy. His health, however, is excellent, he 
says, and while his voice is feeble he declares 
that he is enjoying hig third eyesight. He Was 
dressed yesterday in adark suit. From a 
double-breasted coat hedrew an ancient snuff. 
box, contents of which he ‘tendered as an evi- 
dence of friendship to those to whom he was 
introduced. In connection with the ringing 
of the bell for Poland Justice La Buy spoke 
for the land of Kosciusko. He said among 
other things: 

While Poland has been robbed neighboring 
and stronger countries its citizens have come to 
the United States, where they find greater privi- 
leges granted them than inthe country of their 
nativity. The Poles have been a valorous peo 
ple at home, and if a is over made in this 
country for warriors to goto the front to pro- 
serve its integrity the Poles will be found among 
the first to respond to the call to arms.

Cireuit Judges Clothe Chief Justice with 
New Powers, 

Judge Tuley has resigned as Chief Justice 
of the Circuit Court. His resignation was 
handed to the J udges in secret session yester- 
day afternoon. They adopted a set of extraor- 
dinary resolutions after over two hours’ discus- 
sion of Judge Tuthili’s action, and then J udge 
Tuley tendered his resignation. Theaction of 
the Judge is looked upon as a move to defeat 


Judge Tuthill’s aspirations and a lively war 
may follow. 


The resolutions provide that every Judge 
may get a turn at hearing chancery business. 
They also provide that no Judge may sit as 
Chancellor until he has been designated to 
@ so by the Chief Justice or the Judges in 
meeting. The extraordinary provision in the 
resolutions is that which directs the clerk to 
give chancery business only to such Judges 
as have been designated by the Chief Justice 
or the other Judges as Chancellors, This is 
intended to prevent Judges from assuming 
chancery courts at will. 


The following are the resolutions adopted : 
, Ordered. That the Chief Justice designate 
three Judges to rank as Chancellors with him- 
self. That two of the same are to serve until the 
third Monday in September, 1894, and one to 
serve until the third Monday in September, 1895. 

atin the month of June each year thereafter the 
Chief Justice shall designate two common law 
Ju to serve as Chancellors for two years, 
commencing the third Monday of the following 
September, until all of the eommon law Judges 
have served as Chancellors. In case of the fail- 
ure or refusal of the Chief Justice so to desig- 
nate, the selection to be made at a meeting of 
the Judges. The Chief Justice always to have 
the right to serve in chancery or common law, at 


his election. 

All of the Judges not so designated shall serve 
as common law Judges. In the event of any 
Judge declining to serve as Chancellor the Chief 
Justice may appoint another Judge in bis place. 
In case of the death or resignation of any 5 udge 
sitting in chancery the Chief Justice may 

esignate another J to sit in 
his place. It is ordered further that 
the clerk shall place all chancery cases and pro- 
1 on the docket, and the records 
of the nches of this court presided over by the 
Judges rr under the preceding resolu- 
tions to hold the chancery branches of this court. 

Judge Tuley, who has been Chief Justice 
for seven years, tendered his resignation as 
soon as resolutions were adopted. With- 
out acting upon his resignation the meeting 
adjourned until 4 p. m. next Wednesday. 

hen asked why he resigned Judge Tuley 
said: I do not want to give myself such 
extraordinary powers. It wouid not look well 
to retain my place after these resolutions have 
been adopted. Whoever is to exercise the 
reater power thus placed in the hands of the 
thief Justice should be elected to the place.“ 

What effect will the resolution ordering 
the clerk to docket agg business at the 
direction of the Chief Justice have upon 
Judge Tuthill’s position? was asked. 

It means simply that no Judge will get 
chancery business excepting those Judges 
designated as Chancellors by the Chief Jus- 
tice. It would not do to say that we did not 
consider Judge Tuthill at the meeting, but 
our records show no reference to him. 
We are 18 Judge Tuthill was not with us.“ 

Judge Tuley's resignation as Chief Justice 
will not, of course, affect his position as 
Judge. The office has been regarded hereto- 
fore as a purely honorary one until the resolu- 
tions of today, which place much power in the 
Chief Justice’s hands. The situation is a de- 
cidedly novel one, and the lawyers are watch- 
ing the outcome eagerly. 

“These resolutions,” said an attorney, 
% may lead to a conflict of the courts. Each 
Judge hasconcurrent jurisdiction and if Judge 
Tuthill decides to hold on to his new office 
ere. is no law to oust him. If the 

e g 


Justice directs the clerk to 
ee only common law business to 
udge Tuthill, he with equal authority may 
order the clerk to give him chancery business. 
There appears to me but two ways out of it. 
One is for Judge Tuthill to be appointed a 
Chancellor, the other is for him to go back 
to common law. Otherwise there will be 
trouble, and lots of it. 
Judge Tuthill was not present at the meet- 
ing.

METHODISM IN CHINA. | 


ROOK RIVER OONFERENOE DECLARES 
AGAINST GEARY LAW. 


Resolutions Passed Asking Congress to 
Repeal the Measure on the Grounds of 
Treaty Violation and Threatened Inter- 
ference with Missionary Work-Ordi- 
nation of Elders and Changes in Loca- 
tion of Pastors Announced=Several Vet- 

.efans of the Church Make Addresses. 


Drxon, III., Oct. 7.—[(Special.]—After pray- 
ers this morning the Rock River conference 
listened to a semi-centennial sermon by the 
Rev. Solomon F. Denning, who stands erect 
despite his eighty years, fifty in this confer- 
ence as an efficient minister. The sketch of 
his itinerant life was truly marvelous; the 
conference extending from Dubuque, Ia., east 
to Milwaukee, south to Peoria, and east to the 
State line. Over this vast field he toiled for 
many years, receiving from $40 to $200 a 
year as salary. 

Bishop Joyce and cabinet were present, the 
Bishop leading in prayer at the close of the 
address. The sermon was ordered printed in 
the minutes. 

Ministers are no exception when burglars 
are around. John Williams lost the collec- 
tion, amounting to $51, and R. H. Doliver 
is short $10. The brethren helped Brother 
Williams to make up his loss. Brother Doli- 
ver came near losing a much larger sum, but

Dr. Hitchcock presen the plan for a 
Rock River Conference Domestic Missionary 
Society, which was adopted, and a Board of 
Trustees ordered. W. Goodwin offered a 
series of resolutions about the future enter- 
tainment of the conference, the substance of 
which was that each charge should pay $1 for 
each $500 of the pastor’s salary for that fund. 
The report was adopted. rd of Stew- 
ards reported the total amount raised for con- 


ference claimants as $12,000, which was ap- 
portioned to the several necessities. 
Missions Society. 

Dr. J. O. Peck addressed the conference on 
the subject of missions, being secretary at 
New York of this vast society, and scored 
the Geary law with unmeasu terms. The 
author of this law, he said, when interviewed 
on the question of influence of the law if en- 
forced against the missionaries in China, an- 
swered: I can’t help it, but I have the sup- 
port of the government. if that law is pushed 
it may drive every missionary from China, 
and this will be a national calamity.” 

Thomas R. Strowbridge presented the re- 
port of the committee on the said law depre- 
cating the whole action thus far taken injur- 
ing our commerce with China and putting the 
whole missionary force in that vast empire in 
extreme jeopardy. report was adopted 
and the following petition ordered sent to the 
Senate and House 2 duly 
signed by the Bishop and Secretary : 

The Rock River conference of the M. E. Church 
assembled at Dixon, composed of 300 ministers, 
representing about 48,000 church members, re- 
spectfully petition your honorable to imme- 
diatel repeal the act passed 2 dof May, 
1893, known as the Geary law. e make this 
earnest petition, first, on the ground of justice 
and fair dealing: by solemn treaty agreement 
the Chinese now in the United States are entitled 
to the same treatment that is accorded to the 
citizens or subjects of the most favored nation. 
The provision that they s register and take 
out certificates to assure their continued resi- 
dence here, producing the testimony of a white 
witness to their right to be here, ro- 
quires of multitudes of them an _ impossi- 
bility, and yet subjects them to impris- 
onment and deportation if they fail to 
comply with the requisition. This requirement 
made of them alone in contradistincuon to all> 
other foreigners in the country is a palpable 
violation of the treaty. We furthermore petition 
for he repeal of this law use it endangers 
our interests ia China. The Methodist Episcopal 
Church has 125 missiona in that empire. It 
has churches, chapels, dw 8, school build- 
ings, hospitals, printing p and other prop- 
erty to the amount of Ger $400,000. We have 
reason to fear that if the provisions of this 
law are insisted upon our_missionaries and

Bishop J. P. Newman has 
organized the South American Conference, 
and Methodism planted by Drs. J. Dempster, 
D. P. Kidder, H. G. Jackson, and Thomas 
Wood is a grand success. 

A.J. Kynette spoke on temperance and 
prohibition, after which the Bishop addressed 
the conference on the work in the South, 
making one of his ablest addresses,

The result isa vast 
acchmulation of unemployed capital seeking 
safe investment opportunities. In the last 
three years they have lost in South American 
and Australian investments $1,000,000,000; 
they have lost least in the United States, but 
except for speculative purposes they have no 
further use for American railroad stocks, ex- 

cept that of two or three trunk lines.

English people have sold in this country on 
account of uncertain silver legislation nearly 
$100,000,000 worth of their best railroad se- 
curities owing to a fear that interest and divi- 
dends may be paid in silver.

The Impressionist Pictures at the Fair. 


Cutcaao, Oct. 5.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
The impressionist pietures at the Fair probably 
have given the public less real enjoyment 
than any others, and yet a slight acquaint- 
ance with the pointof view from which they are 
painted adds so much to the pleasure one takes 
in them that it seems a pity they are so little 
understood. The public as a rule looks at an 
impressionist picture with the conviction that it 
is inc om ure and a moment afterward 

upon it and walks 95 
threatening upon artist who could 
have painted such a ing! 

The fact is 


impressionism is not 
at all difficult i 


do understand if one gives it a 
school 
do absurd things of no real artistic value the 
sincere and gifted ones have brought a thought 
into art which is worth listening to. Claude Monet, 
the great founder new school of impres- 
sionist landscape, is trying to paint air and sun- 
shine above all else. He says the famous land- 
seape artists of the past have painted the earth 
side of the world while he wants to paint the 
sun side, which they have left out. He puts into 
his landscapes, therefore, the seven colors of the 
spectrum alone, because, he says, an artist 
can only get the, effect of real atmosphere 
by mak a picture composed of atmospheric 
colors. o puts un his colors in such a way 
from a distance one gets the same effect as from 
the blended colors of the sunlight, and while the 
seven colors are in each canvas Monet always 
makes one color dominate the others, because he 
says an artist shouid always present a bit of the 
worid under the light ofa certain hour of the 
day, and color of the atmosphere changes so 

radually from moment to moment that in each 

alf hour ot the day the world is differently tint- 
ed to the sensitive eye of the artist. 

This last. of course. is a scientific fact, arising 
from the different slant of the red, yellow, and 
violet rays in the sunshine as the sun progresses 
in his daily course across the heavens, as he 
stands poised in the zenith at noon the mass of 
his combined rays gives us the intense white light 
of nooriday, which Constable alone was daring 
enough to paint before Claude Monet came into 
the world. 

The impressionist landscape artist therefore 
does not attempt to paint the world as Corot and 
Rousseau did, as Inness has, and as R. Swain 
Gifford does. To him the first consideration is to 
paint sunlight on miles of atmosphere as it looks 
at a certain hour of day, and to this the de- 
tail of rocks, mountain, and plain is entirel 
subordinate. In two of Claude Monet's land- 
scapes in the loan collection this point i de- 
lightfully accentuated. The “Down on the 
North Sea,“ for instance, No. 2,955 of the official 
catalogue, gives exactly the effect of the first 
yellow rays of the sun falling over the water 
through the clear blue atmosphere of early 
morning, and the difference between mornuig 
and evening air is made fully manifest by the 
artist. In looking at an impressionist picture 
the observer must always stand far enough away 
to get the blended effect of the colors and their 
union in an atmosphere, and this last is beauti- 
fully given again in Claude Monet’s Harbor at 
Havre, No. 2.956, The publié usually stands 
close enough to punch a hole in this picture, and 
then — to swear at it, but if one’s vision is 
lengthened to the doorway of the room in which 
it hangs it becomes an exquisite bit of morning 
light, and does not profess to be anything more 
than this.

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FENSE OF MR. DAVENPORT. 


Ringing Statements In Favor of the Elec- 
tion Laws Uttered by the Danville 
Statesman=Hepburn of lowa and Gros- 
venor of Ohle Also Deliver Themselves 
of Remarks Distasteful to the Demo- 
crats<Kight Members Attend a Night 
Session of the House. 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
John I. Davenport and his methods found a 
stanch and fearless defender in Representa- 
tive Cannon of Illinois today, and the Dan- 
ville statesman never appeared to better ad- 
vantage or made more telling points agaiust 
an adversary. He was inspired somewhat by 
the remarks uttered by his predecessor in de- 
bate, a Virginia Congressman named Swan- 
son, who merely flaunted aloft the old State’s 
rights banner very much like a toreador 
might desire to bait a bull. At one stage of 
his speech he repeated the historical deciara- 
tion that All the South wanted was to be let 
alone.“ Swarthy-complexioned, dark-bearded 
Pickler of South Dakota was overheard to 
remark That sounds something like the 
utterances of 1861.” , 

Buck Kilgore of Texas, who had assumed 
the chair to allow Speaker Urisp to puff a 
seegar’’ in the cloak-room, promptly rapped 
down such seditious language in the interest 
of the young orator from Virginia, who was 
merely spreading his wings in an oratorical 
flight of words. His statements regarding 
the manner in which elections are conducted 
in the North brought out a rejoinder from Mr. 
Cannon that while John I. Davenport had 
been a United States Commissioner for up- 
ward of a score of years he had never been 
convicted of any crimes or misdemeanors 
against the purity of the ballot-box. It was 
true that he had been slandered and maligned, 
but nothing else could be expected from those 
who undertook elections merely for the priv- 
ilege of tampering with the returns. 

Democratic Misrepr tation. 

Mr. Cannon said he wished to declare that 

the necessity and propriety of the Federai 


election laws had been misrepresented b 
gentlemen on the other side. 


He defend 
the constitutionality of the laws and said that 
citizens having the right to vote should be al- 
lowed to exercise that right, and neither cor- 
ruption nor intimidation should deprive them 
of that right. 

Mr. Hunter (Dem., III.) declared the elec- 
tion laws had been enacted in order to perpet- 
uate the Republican party in power. 

Mr. Everett (Dem., Mass.) said he did not 
deny the constitutional power of Congress to 
— the laws, but he did not believe that it 

ad the moral right to do se, He wanted to 
wipe from the statute books the last relic of 
sectional spirit. He would remove every 
law that grew out of the war. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio) said that 
Massachusetts would not consent that the 
fourteenth amendment should be wiped out. 
Nor did he believe that Massachusetts be- 
lieved that the fifteenth amendment should 
be repudiated and repealed, And that was the 
position taken by the gentlemanfrom Massa- 
chusetts. He ridiculed the Chicago platform 
and thought that it should be referred toa 
Master in Chancery to find out what in the 
name of God it did mean,anyhow. { Laughter. } 
Congress had been in session two 
months and the people were worse 
off today than they had been 
two months ago because they could not get 
frum the Democratic party ee worthy act of 
legislation.

The r claimed that by the 
action of defendant in taking an appeal the 
case was taken out of the jurisdiction of the 
court. 

The court reserved the final decision in the 
case, but stated that the following would be 
the basis of the final order. That inasmuch 
as an appeal had been taken to the Appellate 
Court this court had no jurisdiction as to the 
dismissal or continuance of the receiver. 

Refused to Oust the Receiver, 
In regard to dissolving the injunction the court 
would rule that, as it was but a corollary of the

Mayor Harrison 
there and then agreed to support him. Mr. 
Harrison two hours later sent his list to the 
City Hall quartet. It did not contain the 
name of Zeisler. The list was accompanied 
by an explanation, Mayor Harrison said he 
would like to have Mr. Zeisler on the ticket, 
but as he had been ane of the lawyers for the 
Anarchists it would hurt the ticket to put him 
on. He had also said in private conversation 
that Zeisler would not be acceptable to the 
Germans. | ey 

Furthermore, the members of the ’ quartet 
objected to Zeisler, saying that he was a Jew, 
and as the Jews had one representation on the 
bench, meaning Judge Stein, they ought to 
be satisfied for the time. One of the City 
Hall employés close to Mayor Harrison con, 
veyed this idea in language by no means gen- 
tle to Mr. Zeisler himself. Subsequently Mr, 
McCarthy, one of the quaftet, said that 
Zeisler’s name had never been discussed. 
This was not correct and Mr. McCarthy’s lan- 
guage was offensive. 

Think It Seurvy- Treatment. 

Both Mr. Kraus and Mr. Zeisler think they 
have been scurvily treated by the Mayor. Kraus 
has been a warmly attached friend of Mr. 
Harrison. He accepted the office of Corpora- 
tion Counsel on the urgent solicitation of the 
Mayor. He has tried to keep him right. He 
devoted his time, energy, and much of his 


money to bring about the Mayor’s election. 


He does not think that he has been [fairly

Judges Discuss the Matter. 


In reference to the conspiracy case Judge 
Scales said yesterday when asked whether 
there was ground for an injuncing restraining 
the election Commissioners from printing the 
names of the Republican nominees:

PLANS OF THE TORIES. 


DUNRAVEN 10 BE PRESIDENT OF 
THEIR NATIONAL UNION. 


Salisbury Will Make a Speech at the Con- 


ference Indicating His Policy for Bring- 
ing About an Early Dissolution=Union 

ists Base Their Hopes of Overthrowing 
Gladstone Lpon the Returns of Regis- 
trars Which Are Said to Show Immense 


Gains for the Opposition. :

London, Oct. 7.—The National Union of 
Conservative Associations, which will meet at 
Cardiff early in November, will elect the Earl 
of Dunraven, owner of the Valkyrie, to be its 
President. ‘This conference of the National 
Union is to the Conservatives what the great 
annual caucus of the National Liberal Feder- 
ation is to the Liberals, and its highest office 
is an exceptional political honor. The 
Marquis of Bute, who has immense 
money interests in the Cardiff district, was a 
possible candidate for the office, but the Earl 
of Dunraven is preferred, as he is not only a 
great Welsh landowner but a sound politi- 
cian. He is, therefore, the unanimous choice 
of his purty. Although yachting is his dom- 
inate passion hé isan earnest student of po- 
‘litical affairs. He is an effective speaker, and 
while Under Secretary of Colonies he dis- 
played unexpected qualities as a discreet 
statesman. . | : 

The Conservative conference probably will 
not add any new plank to the Congervative 
platform, which naturally cannot be enlarged 
with the ease attending the development of the 
Liberal program. The Marquis of Salisbury 
will make before the conference his first 
speech since the adjournment of Parliament. 
He will indicate his tine of policy for the op- 
position and will explain with some detail the 
means with which he hopes to effect his grand 
purpose—an early dissolution. 

Tories Are Confident. 

Supreme confidence pervades Conservative 
circles that the government will be badly 
‘beaten in the next general election. The 
— A re “Sh against the Gladstonians is 
expected by Conservative statesmen to be so 
decisive that the Irish vote will be swamped 
in the House of Commons, and the Unionists 
will have a certainty of seven years in power. 
This expectation is based largely on the re- 
turns from the constituencies upon the com- 
pletion of the electoral registrations. . Every- 
where the registers show Unionist gains. Mr. 
Balfour, leader of the Unionists in the Lower 
House, recently deseribed London as the key 
to the electoral situation and expregsed the 
conviction that the returns from London 
would reveal an average gain of 500 yotes in 
every one of thirty metropolitan constitu- 
encies. The chief of the conservative elec- 
toral executive draws from the registrations 
the inference that the intense reaction, which 
he finds now in progress against the govern- 
ment, ought to be utilized by his party as 
soon as possible to push Mr. Gladstone from 
power. | 

The trouble with the Conservative managers 
is that they cannot find any means of forcing 
the government to a dissolution at once, and 
when Mr. Gladstone shall consent to go be- 
fore the country the whole situation among 
the voters may be changed. | 

Defeat for Registration Reform. 

Speaking in Edinburg this week, Mr. 

Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequet in the 


Mast Salisbury Cabinet, hinted that Mr. Glad- 


stone’s projected registration reform bill 
would be rejected by the House of Lords, un- 
less the measures should be accompanied 

of 


Parliamentary seats as would reduce the 
number of Irishmen at Westminster. 

The Cardiff conference will pass resolutions 
favoring a redistribution of seats which will 
limit the Irish representation in Parliament 
to eighty members, instead of 103 as at pres- 
ent. Liberals say, however, the rejection of the 
registration reform bill by the Lords would 
not lead to a dissolution any more than did 
the rejection of the home rule bill. Even if 
the Peers nerve themselves to throw out 
every important Liberal measure sent up to 
them by the House of Commons Me. Giad- 
stone will proceed to pass through the Lower 
House all the measures announced in agree- 
ment with the Newcastle program, The 
Speaker comments thus on the report that 
the Lords will make a fight all along the 
line: 

If the House of Lords be bent on such a course 
it is not for the®Radicals to complain. The en- 
emies of the peers may well exclaim: The 
Lord has delivered them into our hands.” 

The Old Intolerance, ; 

The Church Congress in Birmingham is in 
the familiar role. It has opened apparently 
in a spirit of liberalism towards the aspira- 
tions of dissenters and towards Christian 
socialism. With every hour’s proceed ings the 
old intolerance of dissent has de. 
veloped more plainly. During the dis- 
cussion on reunion of the churches the 
‘references to the Bishop of Worcester’s’ 
friendly intercourse with non-conformists at 
the Grindenwald conference were received 
with cries of traitor.“ Men of such varied 
theologica! tendencies as the Archbishop of 
Dublin, Archdeacon Denis, and the Rev. 
Charles Gore, author of Lux Mundi,” agree 
that reunion was impossible unless the non- 
conformists accepted the two ancient creeds 
of the sacraments and the historic Episcopal. 
As leading non-conformists have already re- 
fused to consider these conditions further talk 
of church reunion is futile.

PENINSULAR KINGDOM THREATENS 
PEAQE OF EUROPE.

Its Great Preparations for War Go On, 
and, if an Upheaval Comes, It Must Be 
from That Direction=England Sets at 
Rest Any Doubts That It Would Be an 
Ally of the Triple Alliance by Sending 
Only a Few Ships Instead of a Great 
Squadron to Italy.

Pants. Oct. 7.—[Copyright, 1898, by James 
Gordon Bennett.}—The entire political situa- 
tion in Europe is now dominated by Italy, 
which country alone menaces the peace of 
Europe in a serious way. Italy continues 
its warlike preparations with an activity 
which is simply indegeribable and of which 
every day brings a new proof. Its armament 
is now so complete that it is in u position to 
declare war and take the field’ within a week 
afterward. 

Italy, however, has no motive for letting 
loose the dogs of war other than the increas- 
ing poverty and suffering of its people. It 
has come to that pass when it says to itself 
that it would be better to risk everything on 
the hazard of a war rather than continue in its 
present straits. But France does not reply to 
its provocations and continues in its peaceful 
line of policy unmoved, while even Germany 
gave Italy the wise advice to refrain from 
bellicose acts. In spite of what diplomatists 
say as to the role of Berlin in the triple all- 
ance it can be asserted that just now Berlin 
is holding Rome back. 

England is also doing everything in its 
power to preserve peace, and when it found 
out that the Italians were interpreting the 
visit of its fleet to Italian ports as an adhesion 
on its part to the triple alliance, it at once re- 
duced the number of the visiting squadron to 
what was strictly necessary in order to pre- 
serve a mere show of international courtesy. 

A trace of British intriguing can, however, 
be found in the troubles in Morocco which 
have rendered Spanish intervention necessary 
in that country. England hopes that after 
the Spaniards have fought a campaign in that 
country the Morocco question will be opened 
in a way which will permit the intervention of 
all the powers of Europe. It is therefore to 
be expected that no difficulties will present 
themselves in Morocco even if the present one 
should disappear.

A dispatch from Malaga says while the 
steamship Sevilla, which brought away the 
wounded from Melilla, was proceeding alorg 
the coast it was fired on repeatedly by Moors. 
One sailor was wounded. 

The Spanish gunboat Tarifa seized yester 
day afternoon a small vessel bound with a 
cargo of rifles and flour from Gibraltar to 
ports on the Morocco coast. Although the 
vessel was flying the British flag its cargo was 
declared contraband of war and it was brought. 
back to a Spanish port. The government has 
requested the Governor of Gibraltar to pre- 
vent as far as possible further attempts to 
ship arms to the Moors. 

The enthusiasm of both military and civil- 
ians at Malaga, where the troops are embark- 
ing for Melilla, exceeds all bounds, The quays 
where the transports are moored are crowded 
with thousands of men and women. The har- 
bor is alive with all sorts of craft, from which 
excursion parties shout encouragement to the 
soldiers aboard ship. The bishop is at the 
dock and he blesses each body of troops as 
they embark.

several days into the sanitary condition of | 


this town and the nature of the cholera out- 
break, I am able to report there is no danger 
and the outbreak is under control. Its causes 
are exactly known and its complete extinc- 
tion is assured. Travelers may come without 
fear. This is confirmed by Prof. Rumpf, 
Dr. von Hackman, Dr. Knapp, and Dr. 
White, United States medical officer. The 
outbreak was due to breakage in the aque- 
duct which conveys filtered water for the use 
of the inhabitants, owing to which a quantity 
of Elbe water was mixed with the filtered 
water. Dr. Dunbar, who hails from Minne- 
apolis and has charge of the hygienic in- 


stitute at Hamburg, examined the water and 


traced the outbreak to its source. 
The nearer he came to the 
breakage the more bacilli he found, At the 
point of the breakage the water contained 
common bacilli to the extent of 80,000,000 
to the gallon. Dr. Dunbar is the author of a 
startling discovery fespecting the value of 
quarantine. He has been making tests of 
waters in different cities where there have 


been outbreaks of cholera. On each occasion pres

It has 
been quietly whispered among the silver Sen- 
ators this week that Voorhees was promising, 
as soon as his hands were untied by the — 
sage of the pending bill, to introduce a free 
coinage bill and to push it as an evidence of 
his own good faith. But the silverites won't 
be caught in any such trap. 

The terms of the various compromises con- 
tinue to be discussed and every night there is 
aconference of the leading spirits in the 
movement, with an occasional visit to a Cabi- 
net officer. It is true that the modified Faulk- 
ner proposition has yet only forty votes which 
may be considered as pledged to it, and three 
more will be necessary to give a bare major- 
ity. But when the compromise arrangement 
comes it will be through the yielding of ad- 
ministration Senators, so that half a dozen 
additional votes will be insured, Proposals 
and counter-proposals are put forth as grave- 
ly as between two great powers negotiating a 
treaty. 

This is always to be borne in mind: The 
silver men concede a definite limit both as to 
time and as to amount of purchases.

PoLiricaLy it would be the height of folly 
for the Democratic ringmasters to allow the 
people to be disfranchised in the effort to 
keep in office illegally a set of grabbing scal- 
awags. In such an event their judicial ticket 
would have no show whatever. There are not 
the men on it to draw the votes. There is not 
a single candidate from the entire West Side. 
The Democrats of that section would have 
nothing to call them to the polls. But thou- 
sands of men would go to the polls to vote 
against any candidates who were labeled 
Democratic when they saw leaders of that 
party depriving the people of the right to 
elect their own officers in order to keep in of- 
fice a set of men whose gross mismanagement 
of county affairs and whose salary grabbing 
practices are notorious. The Board of Re- 
view should be careful for many reasons not 
to usurp the functions of the Supreme Court 
to the prejudice of the rights of the people of 
this county. 


CHICAGO DAY. 

The long-expected day is close at hand. 
Chicago, which secured the locality of the 
Fair by its vigorous and harmonious effort, 
which organized the Fair, which contributed 
its public spirit, its brains, and its money to- 
wards its unexampled success, and which se- 
cured that success in the face of a financial 
stringency, of many obstacles thrown in its 
way by sectional prejudice, and of the un- 
friendly attitude of the railroads through a 
long period, will celebrate tomorrow upon the 
anniversary of its great conflagration its 
progress and prosperity since that calamity 
and the splendid outcome of the World’s Fair 
venture. Had any person standing in the 
ashes of the devastated city on that fatal Oc- 
tober day of 1871 ventured the prediction 
that twenty-two years from that time Chicago 
would be the second city in the Union, that it 
would have five times its then population, and 
five times its wealth before the fire, and that 
within its area would be erected another city, 
the fairest the world ever has seen, he would 
have been esteemed a prophet of folly. That 
result, however, has come, and millions of 
people from every part of the country have 
flocked here to see the grand spectacle, and 
have gone away rejoicing and dazzled with its 
beauty. 

The motive of tomorrow’s pageant, there- 
fore, is the Chicago not of 1871, but of 
‘1893, not what was destroyed Oct. 9, 1871, 
but what has been done here since that mem- 
orable date. All Chicago suspended business 
that day through force of circumstances. It 
will suspend business tomorrow on its own op- 
tion and have its pastime at Jackson Park. 
The preparations have been made upon a 
scale commensurate with the nature of the 
occasion. He will be a fastidious person who 
does not find something inthis pageantry to 
engage his attention and provoke his enthusi- 
asm. Should the weather prove to be favora- 
ble it will be the most memorable day in the 
history of the Fair, and the attendance will be 
enormous. The program of exercises already 
has been given in detail by Tue Trisunz. The 
processions by day and by night will be ona 
scale of grandeur not customary in previous 
civic exhibitions. The welcome to the 
States will be something to remember 
and the pageantry of floats. at night 
wil make an _ exceptionally brilliant 
spectacle. There will be music by bands 
and great choral organizations, bell 
ringing and artillery firing, illuminations 
and pyrotechnics, aud a succession of special 
features all day long. It will take from early 
morning until after midnight to finish the 
program, and when it is finished the world 
will not find it difficult fo realize what Chi- 
cago thinks of its Fair. 

The day has been advertised thoroughly 
throughout the West and the railroads have» 
made extra arrangements to accommodate 
the thousands from outside the city who will 
arrive here today and tomorrow morning. 
Unquestionably a great number will come, 
but Chicago must not rely upon these in mak- 
ing its record of «attendance... The people 
of this city must turn out as they 
never have turned out before. There will

THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ PLOTTINGS 

The first thing the ten Democratic City 
Commissioners did after their election a year 
ago was to double their salaries. Next’ when 
the Legislature met they succeeded in lobby- 
ing or boodling through that body, Demo- 


cratic like themeelves, a law under which they 


could claim to be entitled to hold uver for an 
additional year. Having thus provided for 
the future, and put themselves as they hoped 
beyond the reach of the people until the fall 
of 1894, they proceeded to misgovern the 
county. They have squandered its funds and 
mismanaged its institutions. The county 
Criminal Court Building, which should have 
been finished, is still a barrack. If they re- 
main in office another year they will manage 
worse than this year. It istrue that their pro- 
posal that they be allowed the handling of a 
million dollars of. bonds was negutived, but 
they will waste the ordinary fevenues of the 
county and leave to their successors some un- 
finished buildingsind a big floating debt. 

The County Clerk, disregarding the bad law 
opinion of the Attorney-General, has called 
an election for Commissioners and the two 
parties have made nominations, the present 
incumbents being on the Democratic ticket. 
But these ten Democrats would feel safer were 
tLere no election at all. If there were none 
they would have no assessments to pay and 
the workers would lose part of their fall 
dividends. Thereforé they wanta majority 
of the Board of Review, made up of the Dem- 
ocratic County Judge and Democratic State’s- 
Attorney and the Repyblican County Clerk, 
to decide that there shall be no election for 
Commissioners this fall, and that therefore 
the fominees of the two parties for Commis. 
sionerships cannot be put on the official bal- 
lot. 

They hoped that the Democrats on the 
Board of Review or the Election Board would 
allow themselves to be made the tools of the 
salary-grabbing, office-grabbing, tax-squander- 
ing Commissioners. But there is every reason 
to believe Judges Scales and State’s-Attorney 
Kern will not take upon themselves the seri- 
ous responsibility of attempting to put on the 
law passed at the last session an interpretation 
which would violate one of the plainest pro- 
visions ot the Constitution- that the General 
Assembly shall pass no law which shall ex- 
tend the term of any officer.”’ If the Legis- 
lature had power to give the Commissioners a 
year extra it had power to give them two or 
three. Successive Legislatures could keep the 
same County Board in office indefinitely by 
the same extension method. 

It would not be a very popular step for the 
County Judge and the State’s-Attorney to dis- 
franchise the voters of Cook County this fall 
—to say to them that they shall be taxed and 
governed during 1894 by men not chosen by 
them for that purpose. The term of office of 
the County Judge expires next year and he 
will want to be reélected. Does he think the 
people will take kindly toa man who muti- 
lated their ballots and said that not they but 
the Legislature should choose the County 
Board? . 0 

If there is a question whether there should 
be an election this fall the persons to deter- 
mine it are the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
not the members of the Board of Review. 
There is abundant time for the former to act. 
It is not the province of the latter to construe 
laws. Two years ago the Board of Election 
Commissioners undertook to construe the 
statute giving women the right to vote at 
school elections, and the Supreme Court upset 
its ridiculous perversion of the statute. t 
should be a lesson to them. 


SHARING GAINS, BUT NOT LOSSES, 

Every now and then a labor agitator points 
tosome one of the employers of labor who 
have made exceptional gains, claiming that 
he has grown rich put of the workingmen, and 
tells them they haye not been paid their share. 
With equal good reason he might direct at- 
tention toa brilliant lawyer, skilled doctor, 
or sensational preacher getting a big income 
as a fair sample of his class. The truth is that 
the average employer of labor does not make 
a large profit one year withanother. Statistics 
show that very many fail in ‘business, losing 
whatever capital they had acquired by patient, 
incessant effort or inherited as the result of 
parental toil and economy. It is only here 
and there that an employer of labor amasses 
riches by the operation, for the competition 
between employers to find a market for their 
products is so great as to keep down profits 
to the minimum. The competition between 
employers is sharper than that between work- 
ing men and women. 

But there remains the workers’ codperative 
plan. A number of them could join the capi- 
tal of each into a common fund, which would 
be a nucleus for borrowing to as great an ex- 
tent as the ordinary employer can borrow on 
an equal amount of capital. They could ap- 
point some of their own. number to manage 
the business, or hire somebody else, paying 
him what his services were rated to be worth 
in open competition between employers. And 
at least in some departments they would have 
the advantage of beingable to appeal to the 
sympathies of thé working classes as custom- 
ers for the goods to be sold. The way to this 
is open to them, fully as much as to the men 
whom they abuse as capitalist robbers. But 
they do not avail themselves to any great ex- 
tent of the permission. The plan has been 
tried in a few cases, and the results were not 
sufficiently brilliant to tempt a general follow- 
ing of the example. 

The workers who:claim a right in addition 
to their regular wages to share the profits of 
the few successful captains of industry would 
not be willing to share the losses of the un- 
successful many. They would “take pot 
luck with the gainers, but not with the 
losers in business industries. They could not 
in common fairness be allowed to play (or 
work) ata game in which the rule for them 
was * heads you win, tails you do not lose. 
The fact is the workers have all the time (ex- 
cept in periods of great financial stringency) 
an opportunity to codperate on the equitable 
plan, but they do nbt improve it. There are 
always plenty of men with considerable capi- 
tal and credit embarking in varidus lines of

The average experience, however, is that 
when the workers employ themselves in con- 
‘siderable numbers the process is not a paying 
one. Associative energy needs superior di- 
‘rection as well as harmony, unity, and in- 


‘dustry on the part of all the workers to make 


it a success in competition with the others 
who compete with the codperators for the 
sale of the product, Unless there are unity 
and intelligence to work together and find 
profitable markets for the output the codpera- 
tors speedily go into bankruptcy. 

The exceptional business ability which con- 
quers a brilliant success under such condi- 
tions is as much worthy of exceptionally large 
compensation as is the superior artisan worthy 
of bigger pay than the common worker, and 
the able lawyer, doctor, or preacher is entitled 
to get better pay than are the mediocre rank 
and file of the professions. The ability or 
brains displayed in managing the business 
and finding markets for the output are what 
makes the differénce between success and 
failure, between profit and loss, though 
the workers may be as good in one 
case as in the other. To deny to 
brains the exceptional gain would be 
to abolish the incentive to able men toemploy 
and direct labor in the ‘most skillful manner 
and to search out markets for the products 
and thus damage the working classes by badly 
reducing their opportunities for obtaining re- 
munerative employment, for just in propor- 
tion as smurt “‘ bosses can make good profits 
they increase the number of hands and their 
wages. Yeta blind or malicious class of 
persons are eternally plotting and con- 
spiring to break down those great captains 
of industrial enterprise in order to punish 
them for the very thing that keeps them at 
work—the hope of gains on the sale of their 
goods. | 


‘SUFFERERS BY THE AWFUL STORMS. 

The awful storm of last Sunday and Mon- 
day in the Gulf of Mexico wrought even more 
havoc than the one which devastated the south- 
etn portion of our Atlantic coast in August. 
That killed nearly 1,500 people, this more 
than 2,000. The first swept as with the besom 
of destruction an area of 100 miles in length 
by 40 in breadth, rendering 7,500 people 
homeless and carrymg away their cattle, tools, 
and boats, as well as houses, into the ocean. 
The latter devastated about 500 miles of the 
gulf coast line, from Barataria Bay in Lou- 
isiana to Pensacola in Florida, working un- 
told havoc in four of the States that are situ- 
ated on the gulf, destroying 400 to 500 ves- 
sels, and razing from the ground all the crops 
within its sweep, the sugar belt alone 
estaping because it lies far away from the 
const. | 
The greatest fury of the storm was expended 
upon Louisiana, and especially on the waters 
and shores south of New Orleans, from the 
sea mouth of Bayou La Fourche to the Balize 
of the Mississippi River. This region was 
chiefly “occupied by the hardy fishermen whose 
labors supplied fish and oysters to the people 
of New Orleans and a wide area of country 
behind that city. Many of these fishermen 
lived with their wives and little ones on the 
islets which dotted the water surface. The 
number is estimated to have been about 
3,000, and these were driven off like chaff be- 
tore the wind, some escaping in their little 
luggers while the rest were simply buried un- 
der the walls of water that advanced pitilessly 
upon them from the gulf. It is estimated that 
fully a third of the number perished, and the 
rest were left utterly bereft of all that human 
labor had accumulated for their comfort. 

The survivors in both areas must be cared 


for and helped on their feet again. All will 


have to be fed and housed, not a few through 
the dreary months of winter, and the rest till 
they can repiace the lost tools of their trade, 
including boats in which they can again brave 
the dangers of the briny deep.. New Orleans 
has issued an appeal for help, and, strangely 
enough, it comes just at the time when the 
executive officers of the Red Cross report that 
the funds available for relieving the Sea Island 
sufferers are nearly exhausted and that gen- 
erous contributions must be made in order to 
curry on the work through the winter. 

This coincidence of appeal should not, how- 
ever, be fatal to the movement to relieve both 
setsof bereaved ones. On the contrary it 
should rather stir up the hearts uf thousands 
who would not respond to an ordinary cry for 
help and make them anxious to do their share 
in subscribing towards one or both. It re- 
quires great calamity to awaken the sympa- 
thies of the many instead of only the few. The 
burning of Chicago evoked a responsive throb 
all over the civilized world, the magnitude of 
the disaster bemga more powerful . call for 
help than any that could have been voiced by 
the most eloquent verbal appeal that human 
being could make. So there is reason to hope 
that the occurrence of the second and greater 
calamity by storm and flood will not only be 
the signal for the sufficient measures of relief 
at and near the mouths of the Mississippi, but 
that it will be the means of materially aug- 
menting the-fund for the care of the sufferers 
from the August storm north of the Florida 
peninsula. 


TRANSPORTATION FOR GHICAGO DAY. 

The largest records of attendance at the 
Fair wére on the Fourth of July and Illinois 
day. On the former day there were 283,273 
visitors, on the latter 243,951. Unless to- 
morrow it shall turn out to be stormy and in- 
clement weather both these records will be 
surpassed. It will not be surprising if they 
are nearly doubled. It is certain at least that 
the various systems of transportation will 
have to make arrangements to handle larger 
crowds than ever before during the Fair 
period. On IIlinois day, Aug. 24, no diffi- 


culty was experienced by them and the great 


crowd was carried to and from the Fair with 
comparative comfort. On the Fourth of July, 
with a crowd 40,000 larger, there was some 
discomfort in getting home, but it must be 
taken into account that the transportation 
system was not as perfect in July as it was in 
August and that it is now much more perfect 
than it was in August. So while the re- 
sources of the roads will be taxed 
severely, should it be pleasant weather 
and the crowd reach the large number antici- 
pated, still with ordinary precautions and the 
intelligent use of all their resources there is 
no reason why the steam, cable, and elevated 
trains and the steamboats should not be able 
to accommodate the multitude even if it 
should reach the half-million mark. 

There will be no difficulty experienced in 
taking the crowd to the Fair, however big it 
may be, because it will spread iteelf out over 
a period of twelve or fourteen hours, It will 
be going to the park from early morning until 
dark. The real problem will be to get the 
crowd back again, as by far the larger num- 
ber will want to come about the same time, 
Wise persons will leave, of course, before 
the close of the program, and undoubtedly 
many who go down for the day will be so 
tired that they will not stay at night. This 
will ease the rush some. It will also help to 
relieve any possible congestion if a consider- 
able number of those coming north from the 
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is the time when the managers of the various 
transportation. systems must be ready to 
bangle the largest number. Being aware of 


also must be prepared to do their duty. Most 
important of all is it that there shall be no 
blockade along the lines. Trains must run 
continuously or great difficulty will be experi- 
enced in getting people home. The main 
burden will fall upon the Illinois Central, but 
that company has done so well on previous 
days of large attendance there can be little 
doubt with its abundant resources and the 
knowledge beforehand of what it must do 
that it will rise to the occasion. There must 
be nothing to mar the pleasure of Chicago 
day, and there will be nothing if the roads do 
‘their part as they should. There does not 
seem to be any pressing necessity for remind- 
ing them of this, but past experiences war- 
rant a loud call upon the managers of the 
cable systems of the North and West Sides 
not to repeat the situation on Fourth of July, 
when thousands of their patrons had to walk 
home from the center of the city. There will 
be ng excuse for it again. These managers 
now know what will be expected of them if 
they did not know it then.

WHY THEY WANT AN INCOME TAX. 

It. is stated that the Democratic members 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, a ma- 
jority of whom are from the South, are in- 
clined to recommend that an income tax shall 
be imposed, the money raised thus to be used 
exclusively for the payment of pensions. 
Prom the Southern Confederate point of view 
such a proposition has much to recommend it. 
That the South should be taxed to pay the 
pensions of the loyal men who subjugated 
the rebellion has been a long-standing griev- 
ance, a constant: reminder of the overthrow 
of the Confederacy. Nothing would be more 
gratifying to the South than to make the 
North, which contributes most of the pension 
tax now, pay nearly all of it, and it would be 
difficult to find a more ingenious way of 
bringing it about than by imposing an income 
tax, with its exceptions and limitations 80 
framed that few Southern incomes would be 
touched, and almost every dollar of the tax 
would be paid by the manufacturing and com- 
mercial North. While it would be impossible 
| to exempt all Southern capital, most of that 
which would be taxed would be Northern 
capital invested in the South. 

Of course no such proposition as this can 
succeed without the aid of the votes of North- 
ern Democrats in Congress. If they are as 
submissive, or as servile, rather, to the South- 
ern leaders as they were before the war they 
will do their bidding now and vote as the 
South orders, no matter if their constituents 
are injured thereby. Thy will, not mine, 
be done has always been the motto of the 
meek and lowly Northern Democrat in the 
presence of the Southern chivalry. . 


THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE CONGRESS. 

Following each other closely, the World’s 
Congress Auxiliary has had its Parliament of 
Religions, its Congresa of Missions, its 
Young Men’s Christian Association Congress, 
and now, as the logical sequence of all these, 
comes the Evangelical Alliance Congress, 
which begins its sessions today at the Art 
Institute. The purposes of this alliance are de- 
fined in the following clause from its consti- 
tution: The object of this association shall 
be the furtherance of religious opinions with 
the intent to manifest and strengthen Chris- 
tian unity and to promote religious liberty 
and codperation in Christian work without in- 
terfering with the internal affairs of the differ- 
ent denominations.” 

The subjects to be discussed at this congress 
include the present conditions of religious lib- 
erty throughout the world; the religious con- 
dition of Protestant Christendom; Christian 
union and codperation: and the church in its 
relations to sociological problems. In these 
discussions will participate such well-known 
speakers as William E. Dodge, the President 
of the ulliance, President Gates of Amherst, 
Bishop Fowler of Minnesota, Count von Bern- 
stoff of Germany, Lord Kinnaird of England, 
Principal Grant of Canada, Bishop Coxe of 
New York, Dr. McCosh, Prof. Philip Schaff, 
President Andrews of Brown, Prof. Henry 
Drummond of Glasgow, the Rev. C. A. Park- 
hurst of New York, Anthony Comstock, the 
Rev. H. L. Wayland, Prof. Ely, the Rev. W. 
S. Rainsford, Prof. Stagg of the University 
of Chicago, Maj. McClaughry, Miss Grace 
Dodge, Miss Jare Addams, and numerous 
others. The names themselves will suggest 
the wide variety of topics to be treated. In the 
section conferences the relations of the church 
to the factories, lumber camps, and mines, 
to the suppression of vice, to tenement 
house reform, criminal administration, sa- 
loon, the kindergarten, savinge banks, serv- 
ants, cookery, nursing, clubs of all kinds, ath- 
letics, open air services, and numerous other 
departments of sociology will be considered. 

Asthe topics indicate, the work of the 
Evangelical Alliance is one of practical re- 
ligion. The Parliament of Religions did no 
more than to define créeds. The Mission 
Congress devoted itself to the cause of spread- 
ing Christianity among alleged heathen 
abroad who are not in as much need of it as 
the heathen at home. The Evangelical Alli- 
ance, on the other hand, is seeking how to ap- 
ply the influence of Christianity to all depart- 
ments of life and work. The practical char- 
acter of its discussions therefore will com- 
mend them to every one. Being so heteroge- 
neous in its membership it will be in order to 
expect some radical talk and some novel the- 
ories. The sound mind in the sound bedy 
will be an inspiring theme, and unquestionably 
much will be said of the importance of work 
outside of the churches and of religious 
rather than denominational effort. The alli- 
ance is on the right track and though there 
may be cranks among its delegates they are 
cranks in a good cause.

_Everybody in Wall streetis waiting. On all 
sides you hear the same story—something will 
happen when the Senate acts on the silver re- 
peal. Every eye is on Washington, every 
speculative hope is keyed to the possibilities 
of a small roll-call in the United States Sen- 
ate, This fad is going to such unreasonable 
length as to make it ridiculous. Meanwhile, 
however, there seems to be no probability of 
any relief from it, Practically every office 
in the street is carrying stocks on the expecta- 
tion that they can be sold out at a profit in a 
boom expected to come just as 
soon as President Cleveland hag his 
way and puts the repeal bill through. 
Wall street is a queer place. It is always 
expecting something—always counting on 
some happiness to follow something yet to 
come; and when the long looked for event 
arrives there is always precisely the same re- 
sult in Wall street history—disar pointment, 
droopiness, and deficits. old, old story 
is li N to be told in this silver 1 
game. If after all-night sessions at Washing- 
ton Senator Voorhees is able to freeze out 
the silver crowd and push his repeal scheme 
through, we may have a spurt exténding over 
a week or so and affecting quotations perhaps 
as much as half adozen points. In any rally, 
though, it is safe to calculate that the crowd 
of traders who weeks ago loaded up with 
stocks will be tumbling over one another to 
selloutand grab a profit. They have not 
been playing on veivet. Sad disappointments 
have attended their plunging. y couldn’t 
get out even on an average if they sold 
now. When they began to buy. just about 
the time the Lower House of Congress was 
rushing the repeal bill through,.they scared 
the short interest out of the market complete- 
ly. Ihe bear contingent put up a fight for 
only a little while. The biggest of them sized 
up weather prospects and hurried in out of 
the wet, But just as soon as something defi- 
nite and decisive is done downat Washington, 
the moment that traders who now are carry- 
ing stocks begin to sell, they will get lots of 
help from the bear crowd. Till that time 
comes it is hardly likely that any spirited 
work will develop in the market. 
Bank Statement Encouraging. 

Today’s statement of New York’s associated 
banks, covering their transactions for the 
week ending yesterday, is encouraging. There 
is another important gain in surplus reserves, 
approximately $4,500,000, with a gain in 
deposits of over $9,000,000. l-tenders 
and circulation both increased, while for the 
first time since the July panic the banks have 
been able to extend their loans, there being 
an increase in that item of about $850,000. 
There is reason for a good deal of sub- 
stantial encouragement the ability and 
disposition shown by the banks now to extend 
their loans. Incidentally they have been can- 
celing a good many clearing-house certifi- 
ca too, till now there are outstanding less 
than half the certificates which were needed 
last July. The bank authorities have been

Loans on collateral 
are being made for periods of ninety days 
and four months at from 5 to 6 per cent, the 
collateral being gilt-edged and having an im- 
mediate market. The commercial pa ber mar- 
ket lags.

any Oct. 4.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
It is a fact which bears no contradiction, and at 
the sama time is wholly inexplicable that, where- 
as Chicago enterprise and pluck are rapidly be- 
co@ing by words in this continent and in Europe, 
our manufacturers and merchants have an unec- 
countable*apathy in extending our trade to the 
Far East. It is only recently that the Commis- 
sioner for Siam at the World's Mir declared 
publicly that his countrymen were anxious to 
welcomeAmerican enterprise; that they desired 
us to compete in that market with England and 
Germany. And as it is with Siam, so it is with 
Japan.

The sacrifices made by it to help 
us make it a success? If any nation on earth is 
anxious that we should enter its market; that

apparatus from that which it was intended to 
operate, in that the continuity in the varied 
interdependent steps from the combustion of 
coal to the operative motor or luminous arc 
was thus necessarily broken. However just 
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notwithstanding the difficulties thus intro- 
duced many of these gaps have been 
bridged over by the introduction of 
additional transformations of power 80 
that much of the machinery which 
would otherwise have been driven di- 
rectly by steam engines is driven by 
motors receiving current direct from the pow- 
er house, which in this case is the great boiler 
and steam engine and generating plant in the 
Palace of Mechanic Arts. In fact, additional 
transformations have in some cases been pur- 
posely introduced to show the readiness with 
which electricity conforms to the law of con- 
servation of energy. This law. in brief, holds 
that energy, in itself, is indestructible and 
that all forms ere interconvertible, the one 
into the other. During the Frankfort Elec- 
trical Exposition two years ago the Falls of 
the Neckar were caused to operate turbines 
attached to electrical generators at Lauffen. 
From these something like 300 horse-power 
in electrical energy was transmitted by 
wire to Frankfort, a distance of 
108 miles, and there a portion of this energy 
was divested to electric motors which oper- 
ated pumps that supplied an artificial water- 
fall within.the exposition grounds, thus com- 
pleting the cycle of changes which were suc- 
cessively from water power to mechanical 
and electrical at the Lauffen end, at the 
Frankfort end from electrical to mechanical 
and water power again. This experiment 
proved the most interesting, for many 
reasons, of any electrical expériment ever 
tried, and was epoch making in more ways 
than one. It is impossible to detail the 
reasons which gave this experiment such un- 
usual prominence, but it will answer every 
purpose to state that all of these transforma- 
tions and more are illustrated in two of the 
exhibits in Electricity Building. 
Features of a Big Exhibit. 


By far the largest and most striking exhibit 
in the building is that made by the General 
Electric company in its space in the center of 
the main floor. The central piece of this dis- 
play, and the one which perhaps attracts the 
most attention from the layman, is the great 
Edison tower of light, a tall shaft extending 
almost to the roof, with a colonnade about ita 
base, the whole studded with miiniature in- 
candescent lamps arranged in geometrical 


~ 


a scientific point of view the tower has no 
interest whatever, nor is it artistic or origi- 
nal in design, but asa spectacular achieve- 
ment it is an undoub success, if judged 
by the throngs that view it. 

Few are aware of the extent to which the 
incandescent light has come into use. Only 
by a knowledge of the variety of shapes and 
sizes in which it is made can a comprehension 
of the variety of its uses be attained. Just 
north of the tower of light the General Elec- 
trie company has made an exhibit of all the 
different sizes, shapes, styles, and types of 
lamps made. In this 2.500 commercial 
lamps are shown, no two of which are alike. 
In addition to the completed ones, lamps in 
all stages of manufacture are shown, thus 
constituting this display an educational one 
of a very bigh order. It is the most complete 
exhibit of incandescent lamps the world has 
ever seen. 

To the west of the tower light is what is 
termed the power transmission and mining 
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figures and in red, orange, and purple. These He 


are wired on various circuits, each ‘ connected 
with a separate key on a keyboard, so thata 
variety of combinations both of shapes and 
of colors may be thrown into action by the 
simple préssure of the proper keys. This 
tower is illuminated every evening in the 
week and Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Satur- 
days, between 1 and 8 p. m., the changes are 
rung to the tune of waltz music, which adds 
to the charm of the display. 

The tower is surmounted by a huge model 
of the Edison lamp. Thisis made of small 
prisms of glass, 40,000 in number, carefully 
wired to an iron framework within. This 
bulb is ten feet high, and it required the serv- 
ices of eight men for five weeks to wire the 
prisms together. The total number of lamps 
on the Edison tower approaches 5,000, and 
the aggregate candle power is equivalent to 
that emitted by 20,000 sperm candies. From 
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exhibit of the company. While this will 
prove less interesting to the average visitor 
than many other displays, to the student and 
to the electrician it is one of the most attract- 
ive, for here are shown some of the transfor- 
mations of energy which have rendered the 
applicability of the électric current, so far as 
is known, almost universal. 

To follow these transformations one must 
go first to Machinery Hall. There the com- 
bustion of the dil under the boilers, chemical 
energy, converts the water into steam. This 
in the steam engine is converted into mechan- 
ical energy, which as such drives the great 
dynamo electri¢ machines by which it is con- 
verted into electrical energy, and thence trans- 
mitted by wire to the Electricity Building for 


use in all of the numerous ways in which en- 
ergy is utilized for man’s comfort. 
Follow a single one of these circuits 


and see what it does. In the center of 
this space stands a large mine pump capable 
of raising 500 Oigallons per minute to a height 
of 650 feet. This is connected by gears to an 
electric motor, to which the wires followed 
lead. The electrical energy in the wires is 
transformed into mechanical energy in the 
motor, and that through theagencyof the 
pump is changed into water power. The pump 
delivers water under 650 feet pressure to a 
Pelton water-wheel, which brings it back to 
the mechanical form, and through its shaft 
drives the armature of another electric gen- 
erator of construction. The current 
generated by machine is not of uniform 
direction, as was that which was transmitted 
from Machinery Hall, but it changes its di- 
rection between thirty and forty times a 
second, 

This is what is termed an alternating cur- 
rent and was introduced at this stage to show 
still other methods of transformation not 


that after the third current has given its max- 
imum impulse in a given direction it is fol- 
lowed at the proper interval by a maximum 
impulse in the first circuit, and so on. 

This is called a three-phase generator, and 
from it extend three circuite—one for each of 
the separate currents—these three circuits be- 
ing accommodated by three wires. The thrée- 
phased alternating currents next go to what 
are termed step-up transformers, by which 
the nature of the current is changed. By this 
means the current corresponding to a large 
stream of water falling through a small dis- 
tance is changed to one corresponding to a 
small stream of water falling through a great 
height. This change of character is desira- 
ble where energy is to be transmitted great 
distances, for thereby the cost of transmission 
is enormously decreased. | 

But these high-tension”’ currents, as they 
are called, which are best suited to econom- 
ical transmission are not so well suited for 
utilization, so they must be transformed 
down again for use to their original character, 
resembling the larger stream of water flowing 
more slowly or through a lesser height. This 
is done by a “step-down” transformer, 
which is the reverse in principle and construc- 
tion to the step-up transformer before re- 
ferred to. The “step-down” transformers 
are placed in the space devoted to the mining 
machinery and the current issuing from them 
is used to illuminate incandescent lamps, arc 
lamps, and what are termed three-phase 
motors. 

The latter are employed, some of them, to 
operate mining machinery, and others to run 
direct current generators, thus returning after 
many transformations to the form of current 
by which the energy was originally trans- 
mitted from Machinery Hall to Electricity 
Building. 

This object lesson of the conservation of 
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energy and its transformation is one of the 
most interesting in the whole domain of 
physical science and, while for many years it 
has been known to be theoretically possible, 
has only within a comparatively few years 
been practically attainable. It may be said 
to be the crowning triumph of electricity, for 
it is through the development of électricity 
alone that the completion of the great cycle 
has been rendered possible and we have been 
able to verify in practice what even asa 
theory was astounding. 


Another Firm’s Showing. 


Second only to the General Electric com- 
pany’s exhibit in point of extent, but not in- 
ferior to it in either popular or scientific in- 
terest, is that of the Westinghouse Manufact- 
uring and Electric company, whose space is 
scattered somewhat over smaller areas. This 
company also shows the principle of the trans- 
formation of energy through all of its com- 
mercial and possible forms, and displays on a 
considerably larger scale how the current from 
a single alternating circuit may be utilized for 
all things for which power is now employed. 


The system adopted is that of Tesla, whose 
wonderful discoveries in other directions in the 


slectrical field have startled the world. 


As a spectacular display of the popular 
kind this company has constructed a great 
sign on the south wall of the building in 
which a bust of Columbus, the name of the 
company, and the dates 1492 and 1892 are 
outlined in incandescent lamps in red, white, 
and blue. There are in this sign 2,085 lamps

Few of those who 
witness these performances understand their 
portent, however, but though of extreme 
scientific interest they appeal also to the 
untutored eye. These are the Tesla 
experiments with high potentials and the ex- 
periments or demonstrations with what is 
known as the Tesla ring. The latter consists 
of a large ring, about three feet in diameter, 
‘made of a coil of soft iron wire. Upon this 
again are wound four coils of insulated cop- 
per wire arranged in pairs, each pair being 
connected with a separate electrical circuit 
carrying currents alternating in directjon, the 
impulses or changes of direction of the two 
currents alternating with each other in point 
of time. The action of these two currents 
upon the ring itself and the space surround- 
ing it is such as to produce what electricians 
term a rotary magnetic field, which is some- 
what similar in its effects upon magnetic 
bodies to what would be produced by the poles 
of a huge permanent magnet if the latter 
were very rapidly revolved around its axis. 
The effect is more striking, however, from the 
fact that the apparatus itself is quite station- 
ary.

fifteen trained nurses have all they can attend 
to at all times. In fact, one blithe and bonny 
maid, Miss Kate Burke, from the New York 
Training School for Nurses, has been known 
to care for seven infants at one time—one in 
a jumper, two across her knees, and four in 
the Siamese cradle. On extraordinary occa- 
sions extra nurses are employed, there havin 
been thirty in attendance the day the recor 
of admissions was broken. In fact. a Trrp- 
UNE reporter, a man at that, who showed him- 
self able to pick up a baby without breaking 
it or getting it upside down, was assured that 
he could have employment Chicago day if he 
would apply for the place. Trotting two 
babes at one time is so common to the tegu- 
lar nurses that when one infant occupies the 
entire 1 of its attendant the latter is likely 
to hear the standard joke, “ You are breaking 
the rules.”’ 
One unaccustomed to the incessant ‘* moan- 
ing of the tied would perhaps fail to believe 
that jocularity could enter into the lives of 
these nurses, so ceaseless is the wailing, so 
piercing the cries, and so heartrending the 
calls for Mamma.“ But professional nurses 
are not easily moved to ae discomfort 
and uneasiness by the hubbub raised by a 
youngster who should be as happy asa clam 
in high water, and can smile with perfect 
— nature and composure while somebody's 
rling is splitting the air of the nursery with 
aoe would pierce the very mar- 
row of t matern parents’ bones. 
Babies themselves become so accustomed 
to the din that they are not 
disturbed by it. The sight of four infants in 
Siamese cradle, one sleeping sweetly 
while the three others are outwauling the cats 
on the back porch, is not at all uncommon.

hildren’s Building have been countless, and 
the impression left by a view of the model 
nursery has been lasting. I. has forced upon 
all who have studied it a tense of the necessi- 
ty for scientific and common-sense treatment 
ofthe young. It has demonstrated the virtue of 
cleanliness and regularity in ministration to 
the wants of the commg man or woman, has 
turned the attention of many parents-to the 
benefits of sterilization of milk, the regula- 
tion of temperature and ventilation, and the 
moderation of nourishment, It has inculcated 
a love of neatness and becn a revelation as to 
simple means of treatment in nursery emer- 
gencies. In short, it has shown the need of 
training schools for nursery maids, where the 
care of babies and ail their belongings is ably 
set forth under the teachings of experienced 
women of refinement. It has also opened the 
eyes of many young mothers to the fact that 
they themselves do not know how a child 
should be washed and dressed and fed. 

The kindergarten that heretofore formed 

rt of the exhibit in the Children’s Building 

as been diseontinued and the exhibiters have 
returged to New York, the public and private 
schools having opened 
ducing the field for 
the system of teaching. nursery 
alone remains. It will endure while the Fair 
lasts, and when it, too, is withdrawn, it will

The men who have achieved the greatest 
reputations as painters have been painters of 
portraits in nearly every case since the inven- 
tion of oil colors. 

It may be that in painting portraits an 
artist is released toa great extent from many 
considerations which are all-absorbing to the 
painter of pictures and compositions, and can 
therefore concentrate his effort on the technic 
of his painting and the study of the character 
of his sitter. 

One need only recall the names of Titian, 
Rembrandt, Velasquez, Frans Hals, and Van 
Dyke. There are also many of the masters of 
composition who owe much of their fame to 
their work in portraiture, gs Raphael did. 

What is true of the portraits of times gone 
by is toa great extent true of the portraitists 
represented at the World’s Fair. Technical 
excellence is displayed in the work of French 
painters to a greater extent than those of any 
other nation represented here, with the pos- 
gible exception of the Japanese. 

Critics have generally spoken of the French 
section as inferior to others, probably be- 
cause critics are inclined to occupy them- 
selves with only the literary side of paint- 
ing and also because some of the 
best known French artists are not 
represented at all and few have sent as im- 
portant works as they could have sent if they 
had so desired. The section is inferior to 
what might have been expected from France, 
but is scarcely to be considered inferior to 
the exhibit of any other foreign nation. 

In the matter of portraiture it is especially 
strong. Elie Delauney and Cabanel, who en- 
joyed great reputation in this branch of 
painting, as well as Baudry, Chaplin, and 
Bastier-Lepage, who often turned their talent 
to the production of portraits, have died dur- 
mg the period from which works for the ex-

equally great as a portrait painter, is only 
represented as a sculptor. 

Bonnat and Carolus-Duran remain as the 
greatest representatives of French por- 
traiture. The reputation of Bonnat is built 
like his painting—solid and enduring. Hé 
has been criticised for eliminating the poetry 
from his painting, but history is best written 
in prose. He has also been reproached for 
certain processes of modeling by which he 
attains an effect of relief capable of deceiv- 
ing the eye, his pitiless realism and certain

A great deal of dry rot enters into the eriti-

paint the sitter truthfully his external form 
ht to indicate his ‘true character. No one 

ili deny that the portrait of Ernest Renan is 
almost brutally realistic, and yet what por- 
trait in the Exhibition gives che a truer im- 
pression of the characterof the man who 
for it? The greatest expenditure of talent 

in the painting of the head and the hands. 
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is known principally as a painter of portraits 
of women. He evidently aims at stunning ef- 
fects of color and brilliant technic in the paint- 
ing of their costumes, and may even consider 
it more important to make their faces 
beautiful than to secure a likeness. Hence 
his success, If his sitter is a worn-out, blasé 
society woman he dazzles the beholder with 
the gorgeous color of her robes and the won-

The most charming example of his work

There is something fine in the portraits of 
the scientist Helmholtz and Mommsen, the 
renowned historian, by Knaus. Especially 
interesting is the slender, nervous figure of

Ibsen’s characteristic person has been 
strongly portrayed by Carl Frithjof Smith 
and there are able portraits of Bismarck and 
Pope Leo by Lenbach and of Zeller by 
Scheurenberg.

Another section in which the best examples 
of portraiture are by a woman is the Danish. 
Bertha Wegmann’s portrait of a white-haired 
old lady, seated near a window, looking up as 
if she had just finished the perusal of a letter 
which lies in her lap, is an excellent piece of 
painting, and there is something about the 
manner in which it is executed which assures 
one that it must be an excellent likeness.

Only one portrait of importance hangs in

OLD COACHING WAYS. 


ROMANCE AND ADVENTURE ON THE 
KING’S HIGHWAY. 


Thrilling Tales of Travel in the Good Days 
of Dick Turpin and His Uk=English 
Topography and Tradition Reviewed as 
the “Flying Machine Jolts Along 
Over Seven Famous Roads Leading Out 
of London—An Interview with Dashing 
Claude DuvaleA Few Noted Murders. 


After emerging from the Golden Door of 
the Transportation Building, or after being 
bowled along Michigan avenue in one of the 
black-and-yellow Columbia coaches, or while 
being whirled through the country in a mod- 
ern Pullman, is the time one’s sense of con- 
trast is heightened sufficiently to read Mr. W. 
Outram Tristram’s book on Coaching Days 
and Coaching Ways. (London: Macmillan 
& Co.) The work contains 214 illustrations 
by Hugh Thomson and Herbert Railton; and 
the pictures, one must gay, are superior to the 
text, which assumes in the reader too intimate 
a knowledge of English topography and all 
sorts of English traditions, The author, ac- 
companied by the patient reader, goes jolting 
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over seven of the famous roads leading out of 
London, getting glimpses of the social life 
which passed to and fro between the city and 
the provinces, from the time when men began 
to travel up to the time when they be- 
gan to “arrive” at places, but to trav- 
el no more. Though the author's 
comments are somewhat jerky, 
this is to be expected under the circum- 
stances. The scene, however, is full of va- 
riety. The remote Britishers are seen in all 
sorts of costumes—trunk hose, doublet’ and 
ruffles, periwigs, and full-bottomed coats, 
beavers and top boots. They are drinking, 
flirting, eloping, or giving up their purses at 
the point of a pistol, and they represent all 
ranks in life—Kings, Queens, highwaymen, 
Generals, poets, wits, conspirators, and coach- 
man. 

Let us start out with the first coach—that is 
the first regular one—that made the trip to 
Bath. It is about the year 1667, and the fol- 
lowing announcement is posted around town: 

Flying Machine. 

All those desirous to pass from London to Bath, 
or any other Place on their Road, let them repair 
to the Bell Savage on Ludgate Hill in London 
and the White Lion at Bath, at both which 
places they may be received in a Stage Coach 
every Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, which 

rforms the whole journey in Three Days (if 

od permit), and sets forth at5 in the morning. 

Passengers to pay One Pound five Shi.lings 
each, who are allowed to carry fourteen Pounds

One can imagine the start of that first 
coach—the early morning, the curiosity-seek- 
ers who have left their beds to see the unique 
sight, and the stout or apprehensive looks of 
the six passengers, who felt, nodoubt, like the 
passengers of the first railway train one 
century and a half later. On they went, hor- 
ribly shaken (for spri were not yet in- 
vented), and occasionally upset (for the roads 
were wretched), until they reached Hounslow 
Heath, where they were treated to a new sen- 
sation. Up galloped a lone horseman,’’ and 
at a sign the coachman reins in his horses 
and the guard drops his blunderbuss. 

lone highwayman is the king of all hfghway- 
men, the immortal Claude Duval.

But the genius of the poet that reigned in him 
stood ever above his private will; and so it 
happened in Shylock, .in spite of his uncouth 
grimacings, the poet vindicates an unfortu- 
nate sect which for mysterious purposes has 
been burdened by Providence with the hate 
of the rabble, both high and low, and has re- 
ciprocated this hate—not always by love.”

It is a mistake to say that Shylock was 
caricatured in Shakspeare’s day, although 
Burbadge undoubtedly wore a red wing—the 
Judas color. It wasin Lansdowne’s version 
of the play that Shylock was made comical: 
but this version was not identical with 
Shakspeare’s work. It was Macklin in 1741 
who revived the Shakspearean play and char- 
acter. He made the part of the Jew serious 
and malignant; so dia Edmund Kean in 
1814—the most passionate impersonator 
of 1 the world ever saw. 
Edwin th followed the example of these 
great men; but Macready saw that the world 
was ready for a more liberal, a more modern, 
a more enlightened Shylock. The bud of 
Macready’s promise has blossomed in the 
flower of Henry Irving’s art ; and men may now 
see Shylock not as kspeare the manager 
and man drew him, but as Shakspeare the 
genius and the poet for all ages unconscious- 
ly portrayed him. i .

GRAMS TO BE CARRIED OUT. 


ne Leader Will Soon Return and Begin 
the Work of Preparation for the Winter‘s 
Campaign=—Aa Opinion of Nikisch from 
Abroad=Music at the Fair=Beauty of 
the Lineff Choir’s Interpretation of Rus- 
sia Folk Song Program for the Italian 
Day Concerts. 

For the coming concert season of the Chi- 
cago Orchestra at the Auditorium, under the 
direction of Theodore Thomas, some impor- 
tant novelties are promised. These novelties 
will be received from abroad toward the end 
of the current month, when Mr. Thomas, still 
at his Fairhaven residence, will proceed to 
make up the programs. The plan originally 
undertaken of giving as nearly as possible in 
three seasons a complete representation of 
standard concert literature will be adhered 
to as formerly. The last week in this month 
will be spent by Mr. Thomas in New York 
deciding upon final novelties and engaging 
suitable soloists. In November the director 
will go to Cincinnati for the purpose of hold- 
ing rehearsals for the next fesfival, which oc- 
curs in May, 1894, and then return to this 
city to fulfill his contract with the orchestral 
association. 

This season will doubtless witness the most 
brilliant work yet done by the orchestra, pre- 
senting as it does the result of rigorous addi- 
tional rehearsals and an extraordinary num- 
her of public performances. The twenty 
matinées and twenty evening concerts 
projected by the Chicago Orchestra 
will allow of a series of programs 
more comprehensive than those announced 
by the majority of the prominent orchestral 
organizations in the world.

Look Behind the Scenes, 


A peep behind the scenes of the theater is 
both amusing and instructive, espetially dur- 
ing the rehearsal of a piece requiring the perfect 
operation of much heavy stage furnishing and 
the perfect training of so large a number of 
performers. 

Perhaps the three greatest scenic effects are 
% The Shipwreck. “ The Panorama,“ and 
The Frozen Valley of Diamonds.“ The 
last named, as if appears from the front,“ 
is one of the grandest scenes evér attempted. 
Two snow-clad peaks rise 1 to a 
great height on the right and left of 
the stage and between them will appear to 
be a gorge filled with transparent ice 
a foot or more in thickness on which 200 peo- 
ple coast, slide, skate, and toboggan. ‘To pro- 
duce this effect there is used for the first time 
in Americaa stage constructed of plates of 
glass weighing several tons, and of sutficient 
strength to sustain the weight of dozens of 
dancing girls. Beneath the glass stage is 
green tinted cloth, and beneath that are many 
electric lights which give the effect of trans- 
parency and great thickness to the ¢cunterfeit 
ice, | 

The Winter Ballet” will dance over this 
field of crystal in the Valley of Diamonds, 
among the snow Covered hills. The scene is 
one of great splendor and beauty. 

The Panorama is another wonder. It is 
500 feet long and 25 feet high. The crew on 
the deck of the good ship Roc, owned by the 
pirate Captain Snarleyow, by means of the 

ahorama see a pageant of boats of all kinds. 
First comes Columbus' three ships and then 
the white squadron of the United States navy. 
When the Newark appears the Roc dips its 
flag and the Newark firesa salute of twenty 
guns.

WHERE VIOLINS ARE MADE. 


A Snug Little Bavarian Hamlet That Is 


Known to All the Great Virtuosos in 
the World—Where Johann Reiter Lives 
and Builds His Masterpieces=In and 
Abott the Neuner Factory—Some Facts 
Concerning Violins and Their Makers 

’ Importance of a Good Bow to a Master. 
VEN professionals 
must agree that to 
find out all about fid- 
dlers, fiddles, and fid- 
diesticks one must go 


to Fiddletoun. Fid- 
dletown is analogous 
io Mittenwald and 
Mittenwald is the 
quaintest, snuggest, 
cosiest little hamlet 
in all Bavaria. The 


Mittenwalders are ail 
fiddlemakers, and 
from sunrise to sun- 
down their constant tuning, testing, prac- 
ticing, and actual playing furnish an ever- 
lasting string concert. Here the indus- 
trious artists and workmen have catered 
to the patrons of virtuosos’ from all 
lands, and they are also responsible for 
most of the katzenjammer of amateurs, 
whose heart-crashing malfeasance draws 
oaths even from slumbering saints. For here 
lives the world-renowned Johann Reiter, who 
receives from 1,000 to 5,000 marks for his 
instruments, and here also thrive the violin 
factories of Herren Neuner and Nebel, whose 
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eic dealers. 

Mittenwald is not a fashionable summer re- 
sort nor a great rendezvous for tourists, yet 
many lovers of the picturesque and of the ro- 
mantic revel for a few days of their vacation 
in its mountains and valleys, and Meister 
Reiter points in his studio register to the auto- 
graphs of many famous men, nobles, Princes, 
and musical celebrities. Nor are the pilgrims 


_ @ttracted only by the reputation of Mitten- 


wald’s interesting industry. The beautiful 
scenery of mountains, lakes, rivers, and 
valleys with which it is surrounded, its ancient 
stone streets, lined with old fashioned gable 
houses, its unsophisticated inhabitants and 
their semi-Tyrolean customs, make this 
Geigendorf the artist’s paradise. 

Richard Schott, correspondent of Vom Fels 
zum Meer, sends some graphic sketches to 
his journal from Upper Bavaria.

You surely 
do not mean manufacture,’ he said; reproach- 
fully: ‘If you want to investigate the fiddle 
industry, * must go to the factory of Herr 
Neuner. do not manufacture fiddies, I 
make violins. My work is appreciated. My 
instruments are in demand with the greatest 
musicians in the world, and in all my life I 
have not made as many violins as some 
of workinen turn out singly in 
a year. My books show that I have madeonly 
200 violins during my lifetime, and these 
were for private customers in America, Ger- 
many, Holland, England, and Russia who cor- 
respond with me from time to time. I used to 
be in the employ of the State and superin- 
tended fora long time the Royal School for 
Violinmakers. owl have for many years 
followed my profession independent of the 
government, and I possess letters of appreci- 
ation from the greatest artists of the century

Mathias Klotz, the great founder of the 
Mittenwald violin industry, is the hero wor- 
shiped in this vicinity, and his fine statue 
stands in the market place. In the year 1690, 
when this ancient hamlet, which dates from the 
time of the Roman Empire, was threatened 
with oblivion, Klotz saved it by introducing 
the making of violins which he had learned in 
Cremona. Since then the great-grandfathers, 
grandfathers, and fathers of the inhabitants, 
who all seem to attain a good old age, have 
been engaged in the work.“ 

Mr. Schott inspected the Neuner factory, 
whose articles, although bringing from deal- 
ers all the way from 50 to 200 marks only, 
are yet highly prized by many and in great 
demand. Everything goes here more accord- 
ing to certain uniform principles and it so 
happens that sometimes without the fault of 
the workman an excellent violin is produced. 
Herr Neuner himself proves every violin be- 
fore boxing, and he not seldom makes one 
himself, which then brings a high price. In 
his factory the best workman is old Martin 
Nebel, who has labored here uninterruptedly 
for thirty-six years. 

e government has lately erected a fine 
school where apprentices are taught the fine 
art by recognized masters. In this way it is 
hoped to take away the honors of the best 
makes from Italy. The great Vieuxtemps of 
France, Joachim of Germany, Caurodu of 
London, and even Sarasati of italy acknowl- 
edge the great merits of the Mittenwald and 
more especially of the Reiter violins. 

A few words more in conelusion regarding 
bows or fiddlestieks and strings. It is con- 
ceded by all players that a good bow is of 
more importance to them than a good violin. 
Something may be done with an indifferent 


instrument, but no one can play with 
a bad bow. It is said of one 
of the virtuosos of the last century that the 


devil was incarnate in his bow, which made 
it possible for him to produce the grandest 
melodies in great perfection on the fourth 
string ap le Bull also laid the greatest 
stress on his stick, The best strings come 
from Italy, the climate of Northern countries 
being unsuitabie for their manufacture, and 
even good ones should be frequently changed. 


WOULD BETTER NOT TRY IT AGAIN, 


The Income Tax Experiment of the War- 
: Its Revival a Mistake. 

Boston Journal: The threatened revival of 
the income tax as a means of revenue to 
offset the reductions incident toa free trade 
tariff makes it pertinent to recall the way in 
which the income tax formerly operated in 
this country and the attitude of the people 
toward it. This is more important, because 
a large proportion of the men now active in 
business have had no practical experience 
with such a tax, and others apparently have 
forgotten it. There was no tax incident to 
the war of the rebellion which was more 
odious than this. It involved inquisitorial 
proceedings on the part of the agents of the 
National Government intrusted with its col- 
lection which were most annoying to the peo- 
ple, and a disclosure of the details of business 
and profits which business-men shrank from 
making. Perhaps no law on the statute 
books was ever the occasion of more perjury. 
During the earlier years of its imposition 
patriotic men recognized itas necessary to the 
effective conduct of the war, and submitted 
with little complaint to its exactions, but in 
the years after the war closed it was regarded 
with — animosity, until its collection 
became scarcely more than a farce. 

The tax was first levied in 1861, and was 
repealed in 1871. Nothi but the general 
understanding that it would cease with the 
close of the war, or as soon as possible there- 
after, made public sentiment at all tolerant 
of it in the earlier years of its collection. 
The law of 1861 placed a tax of 3 per 
cent on all incomes over $800 per annum. 
The law of 1862; which superseded that, 
taxed all incomes under $5,000 5 per cent, 
exempting only $600 and house rent actually 
paid. Incomes in excess of $5,000 and not in 
excess of $10,000 were taxed 7 per cent, and 
those in excess of $10,000 10 per cent. In 
1865 the tax on incomes above $5,000 was in- 
creased to 10 percent. In 1867 the law was 
changed so as to tax all incomes of $1,000 
and over at 5 per cent; but amendments were 
adopted promising that the tax should not be 
collected after 1870. The Fofty-first 
Congress extended the time one year, but 
reduced the amount to 244 per cent. The 
popular discontent’ with the tax had by this 
time become too serious to be disregarded, and 
in 1871 it was repealed. At that time Gen. 
Pleasanton, Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, sent to the House a letter in which he 
said that the tax was one of the most obnox- 
iousto the people, being inquisitorial in its 
nature and dragging into public view an ex- 
position of the most private pecuniary affairs. 
Such an unwilling exposition can only be 
compulsorily effected through the mainte- 
nance of the most expensive machinery, and 
both the nature of t tax and the means 
necessarily employed for its enforcement 
appear to be regarded with more disfavor 
from year to 2 by the better class \of 
citizens. 80, finally, the obnoxious tax 
repealed, and the poe who had been af- 
flicted with it brea more freely. 

Unless public sentiment has changed mar- 
velously during the last quarter of a century 
the reim tion of this odious tax in times of 
peace will be received with execration. 
party which undertakes it will be swept out 
of power by a cyclone of popular wrath.

TASTES OF PROMINENT MEN INDI- 
OATED BY THEIR PALMS. 


St ud ies in Character Made from the Thumbs 
and Fingers of Prot David Swing, Dr. 
H. W. Thomas, and Dr. Frank Gunsan- 
Ius—Lines Consulted by the Palmist in 
Determining Their Peculiarities of 
Temperament=Significance of the Shape 
of the Fingers, Coloring, Etc. 

There is always a charm, not to say a fas- 
cination connected with the psychical analy- 


eis of a prominent person’s characteristics. 
| Chiromancy—or, as it is more generally 
named, palmistry—claims the foundation of 


scientific principles and methods. The real 
palmister does not depend upon any weird 
witchery or supernaturalism, and claims to 
be simply a close observer who notes the 
physical peculiarities of the hands and who 
deduces scientifically from these peculiarities 
the mental characteristics of the individual. 
In the following character reading of 
three of the prominent preachers of Chicago

It is proper to say that he has 
never heard any ons of them deliver an ad- 


‘dress. The correctness of these readings 
must be credited entirely to the scientific ac- 


curacy of palmistry, and any inaccuracy or 
error that may be noticed will only indicate 
that the palmister ig as yet imperfect in his 
art. 
Rev. David Swing, D. D. , 

This gentleman presents to the palmister a 
‘pair of hands that at once interest and puzzle 
him. These hands are of medium size, strong 
and firm in their fundamental bony frame- 
‘work. They are well-knit and elastic in their 
sinnewy cording. They are rather soft in their 
generous and irregular fuliness of palm and 
the skin is delicate in texture, of fairly good 
‘color and moderate in temperature. The 
thumb is very good, being considerably larger 
than medium. It is fairly long and quite full 
in the first phalange (A) and very long and 
elegantly slim in the second phalange (B). 
The fingers are long, somewhat irregular in 
direction, moderately tapering, almost smooth 
atthe first joint, and well developed at the 
second joint. The, first phalanges are long, 
especially those of the first and fourth fingers, 
which carry well-shaped oval ends, while the 
middle and third fingers are fairly square at

the tip. The nails are of good shape, well 
colored, and carry small moons at their bases. 

These clear and contradictory indications— 
all that the palmister learns from the first 
touch and pressure of these hands—announce 
a character not easily outlined and liable to 
be misinterpreted, The palmister in this in- 
stance, however, is informed that the man is 
an erudite scholar anda prominent clergy- 
man, and the delineation is therefore con- 
siderably simplified, This knowledge of the 
gentieman’s profession and the above pecul- 
iarities of hand, together with others present- 
ly to be spoken of, will at once suggest the 
earnest and the persistent worker, the creative 
as well as the appreciative poet and artist, the 
intuitive and the interpretive mystic, the 
illustrative and entertaining teacher. The 
educated and literary man with such hands 
will of necessity be a classical scholar, and 
among the more modern successors of the an- 
cient poets he will especially appreciate and 
admire the ruggedness, industry, and mysti- 
cism of Browning, while he will delight in the 
grand strength, luxuriant and ever mene: 
ing imagery, and the manful, unmatched del- 
icacy of Dante. 

The root of the thumb is of fair size and 
fairly full in development, weil rayed with 
several graceful lines and bounded by a full, 
well-drawn, and continuous vital line. This 
is the complete evidence of good physical 
strength, great endurance, and an unusual de- 
gree of vital force, persistent energy, and re- 
cuperative wer. The line of intellect 
unites fully for a considerable distance with 
the vital line, is clearly and gracefully drawn 
across the palm, and curves low down on the 
mount of the moon, nearly to the outer edge 
of the hand. These indications will empha- 
size and interpret the clear perception shown 
in the smooth first joints of the fingers. They 
show the delicate and mystic character of the 
imagination announced by the moderately 
tapering fingers. They idealize and give 
grace to the exactness and constructive power 
shown in the square finger tips, and they show 
harmony and color in orderly work and 
material arrangement suggested in the fully 
developed second joints, This group of indi- 
cations, in connection with the long fingers, 
signify great appreciation, grasp and love of 
detail in vesearch, classification and construc- 
tion, and withthe characteristic thumb an- 
nounces persistence of purpose, concentra- 
tion of effort and energy upon the work in 
hand, together with great industry. This gen- 
tleman will not wool with great rapidity or 
with much flourish ‘of movement, but as he 
will work upon the plan of clearly defining 
each thought in his mind, carefully construct- 
ing its form of expression in his imagination, 
and then writing it down legibly on his paper 
as he proceeds, he will accomplish in this 
way an incredible amount of superior work, 
which rarely needs revision.

finger, which is beautified by three short but 
very favorable lines, is very peculiar. It 
must be considered with the material line, 
which proceeds from the mount of the moon 
and ends in the middle of the hand, and with 
the two parallel lines upon the very full 
mount at the base of the third finger. This 
group, with others already noticed, will sug- 
gest that richness of imagery, harmony of 
coloring, beauty of diction, and effective ap- 
peals to the kindlier feelings and the cultivat- 
ed taste, will be the sources of popularity and 
that less renown will be gained by rhetoric 
and elocution than by elegant composition, 
artistic word painting. apt and pleasing illus- 
tration in the presentation of this gentleman’s 
ideals of esthetic and ethical aspirations and 
attainments.

They are firm almost to hardness, and yet 
elastic and fairly pliable. There is much of 
hearty good wiil and kindliness in their clasp. 
The root of the thumb is broad, fully devel- 
oped, and clear in color, showing but a few 
faint lines upon its surface. This, with the 
clear, well drawn, even, and continuous 
vital line which “bounds this mount, 
shows a splendid physique, t muscular 
strength, endurance, and vital energy. This 
gentleman must of necessity have such em- 
* or recreation as will call into use 

is strong muscle, his abundant vital force, 
and his tense and elastic sinews, for he is one 
of those active and enthusiastic men who 
cannot idle away histime, and who finds it 
extremely irksome to keep quiet even fora 
. short while. 

The thumb is an overshadowing one, with 

the first phalange long and large, while the 
second, which is also long, is slimmer, and 
well formed. This announces a man of Many 
and complete plans, of strong aud persistent 
Ae with executive skill, of great admin- 
strative ability, anda good organizer. The 
fingerware long and moderately tapering, the 
first joints are nearly smooth, and the second 
joints fully rounded out. The finger ends are 
full and square, the middie one almost 
spatulous in form. These indications, with 
the full materia! line rising from the vital line 
well up in the palm, shows grasp and appre- 
ciation of the materi&! interests and comforts 
of life, with disposition and ability to accom- 
plish much on these lines for man’s use and 
enjoyment in these departments of his life. 

These hands immediately suggest the rapid 
and exact workman, the superior master me.

They suggest one who uses, improves, or in- 
vents tools, machinery, or methods in the 
practical and productive lines of employment 
and civilization. 

Since this gentleman is a clergyman—and a 
popular one in Chicago—it remains to deline- 
ate the meaning of his hands from such a 
standpoint.

The peony gentle way in which this

His ex- 
actness and verity of statement will satisfy 
the scientist, his ciear-cut and consistent logic 
will convince the rationalist and the skeptic, 
while his effective appeals for a purer morali- 
ty in aspiration and practical benevolence 
will arouse the religionist and stimulate the 
philanthropist. 

A scholarly man with such hands as these 
will of necessity be an earnest and an ac- 
complished metaphysician who holds as 
fundamentally important his clearly defined 
and strongly accentuated system of theology 
and philosopy, and his doctrines he will gladly 
— and persistently maintain. He is not, 

owever, in any degree an aggressively com- 
bative propagandist, for while he will fear- 
lessly and earnestiy present his views and 
argue their verity and their acceptance, he 
will beso modest and kindly in manner that 
he will gain the confidence of his audience 
without arousing the animosity, or even the 
ill will of those who fail to accept, or who even 
deny and denounce his doctrines.

HOW FLOUR IS MANUFACTURED, 


The Various Processes Through Which 


Wheat Passes in the Mill. 

St. Nicholas: The noises on the inside of 
the mill are deafening. One who has never 
been in a flouring mill of the largest size 
cannot realize what a peculiar lot of noises | 
are made by the machinery. As soon as the 
wheat enters the machine from the long 
spout which brings it down from the 
upper floor it falls between two rollers of iron 
—** chilled” iron they call it, and very hard 
iron it is, too. One of these rollers revolves 
rapidly, the other more slowly, in order that 
the separation of the coat, or bran, from the 
kernel may be more easily accomplished. The 
wheat first passes between rollers separated 
just enough to allow the coat to be crushed. It 
is then carried away to che top of the mill 
again, to a room where the sun vainly tries to 
shine in through the flour coated windows far 
above the city’s roofs. It next passes over a 
wire sieve which separates the bran from the 
kernel proper. 

This bran, which contains much of the flour 
material, again passes down and is ground 
once more, this process being repea four 
times. making five grindings, each one finer 
than the one preceding it. Each time the 
fibrous or bran portions aremore completely 
separated, and at last thé bran comes out a 
clear, brownish husk with every particle of 
flour removed. 

The inside part of the kernel has meanwhile 
been going through an interesting process. 
After the first grinding or breaking, it passes 
to a big six-sided revolving reel covered witha 
fine wire netting or sieve. Through this reel 
the finer portions of the kernels pass 

i out in what are called 
‘* middlings,”’ a granulated mass which 
goes back to the rollers for an- 
othgr crushing. This process is repeated 
through five reels, all but the first being of 
silk. The last one has 120 threads to the 
lineal inch. The flour which comes out ofthe 
fifth reel, while white in hue, is yet not of the 
finest or patent grade. but is classed as 
„ baker's“ or second grade flour. 

The middlings above referred to are puri- 
fied by an interesting process. They are 
passed over a fine wire sieve, through u 
per part of which a strong current of air is 

This holds in suspense the tiny por- 
tions of fibrous matter which may have been 
in the flour, and at last, after this process 
of middlings purifying has been very 


carefully carried out, the flour a 
pears 4 spotless, snowy white—t 
de patent flour, as it is called. In 


the process of grinding in this dual and 
repeated way, the germ of the wheat, a tiny 
particle about the size of a mustard seed, is 
separated from the white flour. It is what 
one might call the life part of the wheat. If 
it were ground up it would not leave the 
patent flour so white and powdery, so it is 
separated in one of the sievings and passes 
into the darker or lower grade flour. It con- 
tains, however, the best and most nutritious 
part of the wheat. 

The last thing that happens to the pulver- 
ized kernel before it is ready for market is 
the filling of barrels or sacks. Down many

There are 
also portraits of Commodore Decatar 
Audubon Boon, Fennimore Cooper, and 
Washington Irving. There are two scenes from 


the Mexican War by William H. Powell, A. N. A. 
who painted the picture of “The Discovery of 
the Mississippi” for the Capitol at Wash. 
ington for which $8,000 was paid. There 
are scenes from the “Siege of Vera 
Crus“ and the “Battle of Buena Vista,” 
The last-named work is especially spirited, In 
the foreground Gen. Taylor appears on a white 
horse and surrounded by his staff viewing the 
action. Of the subjects relating to the ciyil 
war, one of the most striking and at the same 
time the best executed is “The Death of 
Col. Ellsworth.” This picture, 
is by Chappel, is the original of 
the familiar engraving in which Col. Elsworth 
is represented at the moment he was shot while 
coming down the stairs in a hotel, carrying the 
Confederate flag which he had just torn down, 
By Philippoteaux there is a picture of 
the Battle of Fort Donelson, with Gen, 
Grant as a prominent figure in the 
foreground, watching the bomba 

There are also two larger paintings, 4x10 feet, 


sketches for the famous panorama of the Battle 
of Gettysburg in this city. One fépresents the 
terrible onslaught of Pickett’s troops 
on the Union line and (the other 
the action to the right of that point, 
There are also portraits and a large drawing in 
black and white water color depicting the battle 
of Lookout Mountain, by Thomas Nast, besides 
many portraits and a picture of the “ Death of 
Gen. Lyon,” by Chappel. Mr. Bonaventure has 
spent a number of years in the formation of 
this collection, which the well-known art critie 
Henry Harrissé has pronounced the most re 
markable he has met with. Many of the works, 
particularly the portraits, have been reproduced 
in engravings.

ARTS are peculiar 
things, not only intrin- 
sically peculiar, but 
especially peculiar to 
boys. When one does 
appear upon a grown 
up” person or on a 
little girl, it is but the 
exception to the rule 
and only emphasizes 
the fact that they are 
indigenous to the mas- 
euline youth. They 
area sealed mystery to 
the learned physician, 

who simply knows they come and go where 
and when they list, but, like the wind, 
‘“‘whence they arrive and whither they de- 
part” is beyond the accuracy of the most 
scientific guessing, Im a most aggravating 
manner they spring up in a single night, like 
a toadstool, and one may cut them off, pull 
them out by the roots, take internally and ex- 
ternally all the remedies known to the med 
ical faculty, yet they will persistently reap- 
pear and sometimes bring their offspring with 
them, until the owner’s patience and temper 
are utterly worn away and he feels that the 
brand of Cain is on him and he is marked for 
life. Then, from no apparent reason, they 
leave of their own accord.” 

What the doctors and learned people gen- 
erally do not know the inquisitive and observ- 
ant small boy usually finds out, or at least 
thinks he does, hence he has to his own satis. 
faction accounted for that which the M. D.’s 
have given up. He has established a theory 
for the growth of warts and remedies for 
them, and as the latter have been proven to 
be effective one is in no position to scoff at the 
former until he can cure in accordance with 
some other hypothesis. 

The earliest evidence the small boy gives of 
his thirst for knowledge is the curiosity which 
the animal kingdom excites within him, and 
if he is blessed with an ordinary amount 2f 
energy there is nothing that flies, crawls, runs, 
or hops that he won’t investigate if he can 
catch it. Hesoon discovers that the wartiest 
thing which grows is the toad, and by a very 
natural association of ideas and personal con- 
tact he concludes that the excessive and un- 
sightly growth of cuticle at intervals on his 
own hands is the direct result of an intimate 
acquaintance with that otherwise harmless 
little animal. Be this as it may, the fact is a 
tradition time honored among boys, and in 
the absence of any other theory for account- 
ing for warts it will have to stand. 

For the benefit of little girls, and the occa- 
sional good little boy who never catches toads, 
it may be well to state just what the wise doc- 
tors say a wart is, so that these innocents may 
be able to tell the horrid things at a glance, 
and thereby distinguish the gnarled and shape- 
less hand of a ball player from that of the 
naturalist. though it be quite as unsightly and 
lumpy. The following statement is taken 
verbatim from a medical book, and those 
wishing to be perfect in their discrimination 
are advised to commit it to memory: “A 
wart is an hypertrophy or excessive growth of 
a small group of papillæ of the skin, with ex- 
cessive production of the cuticle, forming a 
hard prominence of the integument, which is 
rugous on the surface and broad at the base, 
having its roots implanted in the derma by 
whitish filaments.” 

This is so clear and simple that no one 
should hesitate to repeat it to a little child or 
a most illiterate person with perfect assur. 
ance that it would be believed. 


Other Wartish Characteristics. 


Another noticeable characteristic of the 
wart is that it varies in size and is modified 
according to its situation. In this respect, it 
will be observed, it greatly differs from the 
boil, which, irrespective of its appearance, is 
always of one size, the very largest, and nevet 
has but one location, the possessor’s point of 
contact with peaple or things. The small 
boy takes particular pride in the size and num- 
be: of his warts, with which he thinks himeelf 
blessed, if in either res he can show him- 
self superior to his fellows who are afflicted 
in a similar way. With a self-satisfied air he 
will flaunt his hands with their fungus-like ex- 
erescences before his friends, and if refer- 
ence is made to warts he patronizingly an- 
nounces the number in his crop as per last 
inventory. 
To show he looks upon these as marks of 
distinction and as luxuries to be courted, he 
invariably informs those who evince enough 
interest tolook at them, that he can take 
‘em off at any time he wants to, 
What is more, he usually can, and that, too, 
without the use of knife or caustic, By his 
magic they seem to get tired of their existence, 
or ashamed of themselves, and painlessly “‘ go 
away to the unknown place whence 
they came. What boy does not know a first- 
class, infallible cure for warts, and what man 
does not remember several more or less com- 

licated formule which he himself used when 
- was outgrowing the wart age and develop- 
ing into the somewhat softer but really more 
manly age, when for some pair of bright eyes 
he wanted his clothes clean, his hair brushed, 
and his hands—not noticeably unpleasant 
when held. 

When the writer was a boy the “ sovereign 
remedy for warts in his crowd was a willow 
stick. The warts were not taken out of 
their hides,” as it were, by the vigorous ap- 
plication of a willow stick in the hands of one 
who could “lay it on” with the free and 
wholesome energy which comes only with the 
consciousness of doing one’s — ad such 
a course been pursued the remedy for warts 
would not possibly been either so popular or 
effective as their method of application, but 
doubtless many of the boys would have proven 
better boys then and better men today. 
Their manner of application was mild and 
savored not of martyrdom. They had no 
idea of improving morals or forming charac- 
ter, d as long as they broke not the 
eleven commandment, “Thou must not 
be found out,“ they were unanimous in the 
belief that — should grow naturally 
and not be forced. 

Their wart prescription was a simple one. 
The afflicted boy was to cut a willow stick of 
three to six inches in length and split one end 
of ita number of times so as to form what 
was called a brush.“ The brush ‘was 
then rubbed upon the wart at sundown for 
two minutes three consecutive evenings, 
then buried under the eaves of a house, so 
that when it rained the water would drip from 
the roof upon the place where ‘the stick had 
been buried. When the stick had rotted the 
wart would disappear. 

Strange as it may appear to those who have 
never tried the efficacy of charms or spells for 
complaints of the body, itis a fact that almost 
invariably the process spoken of would be fol- 
lowed by the desired effect. Many instances 
of this have come within the writer's personal 
knowledge, and he has known of but two or 
three cases in which the ass has not been

hat would any reasonable think of 
a physician who would serio y advise a pa- 
tient to pursue any of these methods as a 
remedy for warts? He would be set down 
as a fool if not a lunatic and his patient would 
leave him either in a at being insulted’ 
or with feeling of pity at such evidence of 
shattered reason. Yet these so-called cures 
will be followed by the disappearance of the 
warts for which they are applied in nine cases 
out of ten, and that, too, when usual reme- 
dies have repeatedly failed. Few people would 
believe that warts can be removed through 
the imagination alone or by what is known as 

*‘ expectant attention,“ yet such is the fact if 
the very highest medical authority is to be re- 
lied upon. 

Dr. Daniel H. Tuke, in his “ Illustrations of 
the Influence of the Mind Upon the Body,” 
3 on this subject (vol. 2, p. 208): 

o influence of the im ation upon wa 
trivial as it seems, is Lr — in thee 
history of this power asa curative agent. They 
are so apparent that there cannot be much room 
for mistake as to whether they have or have not 
— and in some instances within my 
own knowledge their disappearance was in such 
close connection with the physical treatment 
adopted that I could hardly suppose the cure was 
only post hoc. In one case a relative of mine had 
a troublesome wart on the hand, for which I 
made use of the usual local remedies but with- 
out.effect. After they were discontinued it re- 
mained in statu quo for some time, when a gen- 
tleman charmed it away in a few days. 

Dr. W. T. Brande says that in the times of 
Lucian magic was to remove warts, and 
he mentions as a cure popularly used at that 
time the stealing of a piece of meat from a 
butcher’s shop with which the warts were 
rubbed, The meat was then buried or thrown 
away, and as it rotted the warts disappeared 
or decayed. Commenting on this Dr. Tuke 
says: I I dare say the excitement of the theft 
was one element in the cure.“ Continuing 
the doctor gives another personal experience: 

In visiting a county hospital some years ago 
my attention was directed to several of the pa- 
tients and nurse who were pestered with warts, 
and I wre | charmed them away in a specified 
period. I had quite forgotten the circumstance 
until on revisiting the institution a few months 
afterwards I found that my practice had been fol- 
lowed by the desired effect and that I was re- 
ga as a real benefactor. 

Lord Bacon’s Views on Warts. 


Even that solid old thinker, Lord Bacon, 
was not above letting his imagination run 
away with his warts, in the producti of 
which, by his own confession, he certainly 
outrivaled any toad in Christendom. In his 
Natural History (English edition, 10 vol- 
umes, 1826. Vol. ii., p. 73) he relates his 
warty. woes and the cure of them. He says: 

I had from my childhood a wart u one of 
my fingers; afterwards, when I was about 16 

—— being then in Paris, there grew upon 
my hands a number of warts, at the least 
100, in a month's spac®. The lish on

south. The success was that within 
five weeks’ s allthe warts went away, and 
that which I had so long endured for company. 
But at the rest I did but little marvel, because 
they came in a short time and might go away in 
a short timeagain; but the going away of that 
which had staid so long doth yet stick with me. 

His Lordship seemed to have no suspicion 
of the en nt action of the mind upon 
the warts, but thought they were taken away 
through a sympathy between them and the 
lard, resulting from the contact of rubbing. 
The melting or wasting away of the lard 
caused the warts to disappear on the same 
principle that the porting a the stolen —— 
already mentioned, om Sawyer’s buri 
bean that will keep sucking the blood from 
the wart until it goes away did. 

There is probably no higher authority than 
Dr. William B. Carpenter upon the 17 — 
e“ects of mental condition. His Mental 
Physiology”’ isa nized standard with the 
medical profession and is used as a text book 
in many leading medical colleges. On the sub- 
ject of expectant attention, he says (p. 687): 

There is no more satisfactory example of the 
influence of expectant attention pute and simple 
than is afforded by the charming away of warts, 
for the disappearance of these excrescences has 
so frequently occurred within the experience of 
trustworthy observers, in close connection with 
this psychical treatment, that we must disbelieve 
ee efficacy of any remedies if we do not accept 

is. . 


Dr. Carpenter cites two cases within his 
personal knowledge; one when the warts were 
‘taken away by counting,“ the other by 
touching each wart singly with colored water, 
and adds: The assured conviction of its 
success was, of course, the condition of the 
efficacy of the spell.“ | 

There indeed seems to be no limit to what 
the mind can do with the body if belief is 
only strong enough. What Dr. Carpenter 
calls expectant attention bri marvel- 
ous results, even when the person declares he 
has no faith in the means used and does not 
consciously think of them until the end for 
which they ‘are used is reached, The great | 
Dr. John Hunter somewhere in his writings 
states that even tumors have yielded to the 
stroke of a dead man’s hand. That the 
confident expectation of a cure.“ says Dr. 
Carpenter, is the most potent means of 
bringing it about, doing that which no med- 
ical treatment can accomplish, may be af- 
firmed as the generalized result of experi- 
ences of the most varied kind, extending 
through a long series of ages.“ 

In any cure where is the line to be drawn 
between the benefits of the drug and the ben- 
efit derived solely from “ the expectation of 
a cure? There is much and undoubted 
proof that the results from each have been 
marvelous, but where the good of one begins 
and that of the other leaves off it must be 
left to the wiseacres to determine.

SOME OF HIS OPINIONS. 


Attitude of the People Who Visit the 
White City=They Do Not Regard the 
Exposition Seriously, So He Says, but 
They Enjoy It Immensely—Some Side 
Lights on American Character=Short- 
comings and Deficiencies of the Great 
Show=—Lessons That Are to Be Learned. 


The World’s Fair at Chicago is an enter- 
taining spectacle, a great show, and the peo- 
ple who see it are enjoying it. They are not 
studying it toilsomely, or analyzing it closely, 
or thinking about it very seriously in any Kay. 
It is-not a school of philosophy, or a school of 
any kind to them, but a holiday spectacle and 
- gntertainment, something to be enjoyed. 
Many persons worked themselves to death at 
the Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia in 
1876 in aconscientious endeavor to see the 
entire exhibition and to learn all its lessons. 
Nothing of the kind has appeared in the meth- 
ods pursued by the visitors to the Fair at Chi- 
cago. Nobody seems to be doing anything 
here from a sense of duty or a feeling of ob- 
- ligation to make the best possible use of his 
ume in atiy sense except that of getting as 
much pleasure out of it as he can. 

This difference in the demeanor and spirit 
of the visitors at the two exhibitions—of 1876 
and of this year—marks a distinct and impor- 
tant modification in the intellectual character 
of the American people which has taken place 
in the brief period of seventeen years. We 
are less strenuous in our self-discipline than 
we were in 1876, and much more in the habit 
of using our opportunities for enjoyment 
without troubling ourselves to find any good 
or benefit in them beyond the moment’s di- 
version. This is not a superficial or accident- 
al trait. It is fundamental, and indicates the 
trend and development of our national thought 
and character. 

The first element in the popular enjoyment 
of the Fair is the attractiveness of the out-of- 
door features of the show. , The people like to 
linger just inside the entrance court, near the 
grand portal opening from the lake, and to re- 
turn to this point again and again, to saunter 
along the cana! between the Genius of the Re- 
public and the MacMonnies Fountain, and 
appropriate the whole fair scene around them 
—the bright water, the great buildings with 
the long iines of statues looking down from 
the tops of the walls. and the ever-changing 
multitude of visitors passing onward and in- 
ward, the great throngs always dispersing and 
disappearing, yet perpetually renewed. 

scene which is visible from any position 
in the great entrance court is almost entirely 
harmonious and pleasing. It has the elements 
of surprise and illusion, the indefinable charm 
which results from the complete subordina- 
tion of appropriate detailsto a noble common 
purpose and satisfying general effect, and 
which here, as always, makes the whole seem 
much more than the sum of all its parts. So 
— is this out-of-door fascination for every- 

that when officers of the Fair act as 
— for parties of friends, and try to have 
them go to see specially interesting exhibits 
in the buildings, they find it difficult to induce 
the visitors to turn from the spectacle outside 
and go within, and they are apt to be haunted 
by remembrances which influence them to es- 
ape from guidance and to return to the open 
air at an early opportunity. 


Importance of the Lagoons. 


It was the original intention of the land- 
scape artists who designed the grounds that 
all visitors shbuld enter the Fair grounds at 
the lake-front, through the Court of Honor, 
failure to carry out this intention is a 
matter of regret, as it has seriously interfered 
with and diminished the effect of tbe first 
view of the grounds. The incorporation of 
the lake with the site of the Fair by means of

planting of the shores and the growth of

been marvelously successful, considering the 
brief time available for the work of the land- 
scape artists and of nature in beautifyinga 
desolate and forbidding territory. There is a 
look of permanence in some places, as if the 
wild scenery had long been domesticated and 

great palaces entirely at home in their 
famiiiaf natural environment. 

The degree in which the landscape domi 
mates the architecture is very remarkable. 
For structures so enormous in size the princi- 
pal Exposition buildings are extremely unob- 
trusive. This is a triumph for the architects 
as wellasfor the landscape artists, and is 
highly creditable to both classes of designers. 
An interesting magazine paper or evena 
small book might be written by some one 
who was present at the discussions between 
the architects who designed the great build- 
ings for the Fair—a paper describing these 
discussions and the process of the develop- 
ment of the fundamental ideas involved, by 
which the plans for the chief structures and 
ali the details ot their character and finish 
were brought into relations of quiet codépera- 
‘tion for a common object. 

‘This unqualified praise cannot be applied 
to the buiidings erected by the different States 
of our country. Taking them all together 

are an aggregation of incongruities, 
without much architectural dignity or fitness, 
with no vital relations to each other or to 
the objects of the Fair, except as meeting- 
ces for the people of each State. The 
usetts Building is a copy of the old 
Hancock House, which formerly stood in 
Boston, and a comparison of its characteristic 
features with those of the modern structures 
around it deepens the regret of all thoughtful 
men that the original should have been pulled 
down some years ago. The New York Buiid- 
ing is large and costly; the interior is com- 
modious and beautifully finished. 

The numerous smali buildings scattered 
about the Fair grounds which were erected by 
manufacturers and merchants to advertise 
their wares, nearly all stand in places where 
there should be no buildings of any kind. 
They represent commerce pure and simple, 
unredeemed by any artistic quality, and some 
of thein interfere seriously with the unity and 
beauty of the general design for the buildings 


grounds. 

The character of all these buildings which 
are not provided for in the general plan of 
the Exposition and which have the appear- 
ance of being in revolt against it suggests the 
question of what would be the proper method 
of treatment or design of structures for

The external architecture of the principal 
buildi is, in general, of a high order, but 
most of the interiors reveal a common defect 
which militates seriously against the essential 
object for which the buildings were designed 
and constructed—the exhibition of the wares 
and products which are housed in them. The 
upper floors and galleries provide great areas 
for the display of goods, and articles of many 
kinds are placed there in number and quan- 

constitute a very important 
entire Exposition, but only 
of the people who go to 
stairs to the upper floors 
ucts which are there set 
nation and enjoyment. 
Many of the objects hich are thus practical- 
ly inaccessible are fully equal in interest to 
those which are to seen on the ground 
floors, but the people will not got to see 
them. Noting the empty and unpeopled con- 
dition of the great halls and galleries above 
stairs, I thought I would inquire about 
it, and during two or three days asked sev- 
eral hundred persons if they had been up- 
stairs in any of the buildings. All but two or 
three said no, and nearly all added: There 
is ten times as much down-stairs as we can 
see in the time of our stay at the Fair, and 
why should we waste time and strength in 
climbing up-stairs?“ Whether this view is 
reasonable or not it controls the practice of 
visitors almost completely, and whatever else 
may remain uncertain regarding the plans for 
such exhibitions, the World’s Fair of 1893 
has made it plain that produets which are to 
be seen by any important proportion of visit- 
ors must be on the ground floors, but slightly 
removed from the level, of the efitrances of 
the buildings, and that spacein the upper 
halls and galleries is comparatively valueless 
for exhibition purposes. 
Visitors Made Comfortable. 


The provision and arrangement of means 
to promote the comfort and convenience of 
visitors while they are on the Fair grounds 
are in general good and complete. One feat- 
ure which is highly appreciated by many 
mothers is the house where babies can be left 
for hours in the care of competent young 
women. As I passed it one day I saw a man 
from Kansas whom I knew standing on the 
steps with two little children. We saluted 
and I was going on, but he said: Wait and 
see my wife. She’s gone inside to pawn the 
baby.” 

The boats of different kinds on the canals 
and lagoons give great delight to multitudes 
of visitors, young and old. The electric 
launch is an ideal means of transportation. 
The magic carpet of Oriental story has hith- 
erto been regarded as the most perfect vehicle 
for travel ever invented by man, but the 
electric launch is superior in interest and 
charm to anything else that has been tried in 
this country. There is no visible means or 
agency for the propulsion of the boat. The 
steersman quietly turns a little wheel to di- 
rect its course, but tha graceful, swift-gliding 
craft looks as if it were propelled by the mere 

wer of will of its occupants. Itis a most 
poetical, fairy-like, magical boat, and if it can 
be supplied at small cost it should speedily 
come into general use on our small, safe 
lakes, ponds, and streams. 

The Columbus caravels and the Viking boat 
are among the most interesting. suggestive, 
——— of all the objects to be seen at 
the 
small for sea-going vessels, and especially for 
crossing the Atlantic when it was still an un- 
known and uncharted sea. But it is possible 
that men in very early times sailed and ad- 
ventured abroad much more widely than the 
moderns are just now inclined to believe. The 
model of the battleship Illinois, an imitation 
ship which will not float but is built on piles, 
is interesting, especially to our inland young 


people. 
The United States Government Building is 
pretentious and inappropriate, but most of 


the government exhibition has great educa-, 


tional interest and value. It suggests 
collections similar to some portions of it 
should be established in each of the States of 
our country for the informaticn of our teach- 
ers, school children, and youth. 
The exhibitions of fruit; and other farm 
products from the Pacific coast region of our 
country are impressive, although the arrange- 
ment of the articles or the manner in which 
they are shown is often unpleasing and adapt- 
ed rather to defeat than to promote the ob- 
jects for which they are exhibited. Thus 
fruits are often shown in enormous aggrega- 
tions having the form of globes, pyramids, 
and columns, or of animals of colossal size. 
A gigantic horse and his rider are constructed 
wholly of prunes. Such forms are not merely 
* and vulgar, they show an entire 
ack of perception on the part of the exhibiter 
regarding the means of producing the impres- 
sion which he wishes to make on the minds of 
those who look at the truit. He desires that 
visitors shall see that his fruit is large and 
fine looking. The size, color, and other 
qualities of the individual specimens are 
the features of essential interest in an 
exhibition of fruits. If visitors are to per- 
ceive and appreciate these qualities, if they 
are to be able to see that the fruit is large 
and of fine appearance they must see the in- 
dividual appies, pears, peaches, or oranges 
near at hand and in groups or collections 
each of which contains only a few samples. 
When oranges are shown in a globe ten feet 
in diameter or in a life-size hippopotamus the 
fruit appears dwarfed to half its real size and 
very inferjor in quality. The common Ameri- 
can belief that mere bigness indicates 
superior character is displayed in many de- 
partinents of the Exposition. It is always 
absurd, but itis specially mischievous in the 
pomological part of the show. 

The German exhibition of manufactured 
articles has been prepared and arranged with 
superior intelligence, and many of the for- 
eign collections have been more carefully se- 
lected and winnowed than those shown by our 
own people; but this is natural, as we had al- 
most unlimited space at our disposal. Judg- 
ing from what can be seen at the Fair, Ger- 
many appears to be the foremost nation of 
the world in the application of scientific 
knowledge to economic uses through the in- 
dustrial arts and in the intelligent and re- 
sponsible use and development of her natural 
resources; but several of the principal coun- 
tries represented at the Exposition are consid- 
erabiy in advance of us in these respects. 

The People at the Fair. 


The attendance has been greatly restricted 
by the business, industrial, and financial dis- 
turbance and depression which prevail 
throughout our country, and as a consequence 
only the people who are comparatively well- 
1 or prosperous have gone to the Exposi- 
tion. Very few poor people, very few of the 
men and women who work with their hands 
for wages, have gone to the Fair, except those 
who live in Chicago or near it. If business 
and industry had been prosperous this year 
many of the working folk of the country 
would have visited the Fair. 

The general aspect and deportment of the 
people at the Fair are interesting and encour- 
aging to students of our civilization and to 
all patriotic Americans. All are orderly, well- 
behaved, unobtrusive, evidently comfortable 
and evidently able to take care of themselves 
while they are enjoying the show. They are 

not scared at the crowd nor abashed by the 
unfamiliar surroundings. 

The most impressive phenomena at the 
Fair are the uniformity in dress, 
manners, and general appearance, the 
disappearance of the local and special types, 
eccentricities and peculiarities which formerly 
existed in some regions of our country, per- 
haps in all, and the manifest development of 
a national type. The change in all these re- 
spects in the last twenty-tive years is most 
striking. Even those who have ciosely studied 
the people of all our States in their own 
homes can not often distinguish the inhab- 
itants of any one State from those of any other 
except by acquaintance and inquiry. 

I saw no eccentricities of dress except in the 
case of a few Indian women, who are too poor 
to subscribe for a fashion paper and who had 
made their own gowns, w ich were of a sort 
of ** Mother Hubbard”’ shape. All the other 
American women wore gowns which had been 
cut by modern, improved patterns, all very 
much alike, and by far the larger proportion 
of them were made of new fabrics. A few 
farmers’ wives wore French “ sateens” of a 
style which has not been imported since four 
or five years ago. are economical 
women, and do not stay long at the Fair. 

Their faces are full of ness and of all the 
signs of steadfast and faithful lives.

I saw no beggars, intoxicated persons, or 
** confidence men in the main Fair grounds, 
but members of all these classes mingled 
with the crowd on the Midway Plaisance. So 
far as I could observe there appeared to beno 
reason for believing that keepers of hotels or 
boarding-houses in the city tried or desired to 
practice extortion or to obtain unreasonable 
— for board and lodging. I paid 81 a 

ay for an adequate and comfortable room in 
a good new hotel near the Midway entrance 
to the grounds. It was about the same in 
character as I usually obtain in New York for 
this price. The table service appeared to be 
good and the prices for meals moderate so far 
asi had an opportunity for acquaintance 
with them. 

Lessons of the Fair. 


The principal lesson suggested by the Fair, 
as it appears to me, is the importance of im- 
proving the means and methods of transporta- 
tion between the different parts of our coun- 
try so that food products of all kinds and per- 
ishable goods and materials in general may 
be carried to market with the greatest possi- 
ble celerity and in the best 
ble condition. The great mass o 
American people need better food. 
is an indispensable basis and condition 
tor their attainment of permanent prosperity 
and of the fullest civilization of which they 
are capable. Most of them still think of 
their food without seriousness, and with 
slight perception of its relations to the high- 
est uses and objects of human life. Though 
every dish prepared by unwilling hands is 
poisoned, yet cooking is mostly slave's serv- 
ice, without honor, respect, or reward. The 
life of American working people needs recon- 
struction, from its basis in the character of 
their food to its apex, whatever that may be, 
and one of the most important means for im- 
proving the food of the mass of the people is 
the development of the better methods for 
the transportation of food products between 
the different regions of our country. The 
people who work with their hands for wages, 
and especially those who work in shops, 
mills, and factories, need more fruit 
for food, fruit in better condition and at less 
cost. We should as fast as possibie reduce 
the time for railway transit between the great 
fruit gardens of our Pacitic coast region and 
the homes of the vast populations of our 
Northeastern States. We shall soon havea 
home market for all our food products, and 
our system of railway management should be 
such as to secure the best possible markets 
for producers and the best products for con- 
sumers at reasonable prices. 

The second lesson of the Fair is the impera- 
tive need of the economical development and 
intelligent use of all our natural resources 
and ssessions. We are the most wasteful 
of all the great nations. Of some of our 
most valuabie natural resources we have 
always wasted far more than we have used. 
The national prosperity of which we boast as 
evidence of our 6-9 energy and wisdom 
has been produced in a considerable degree 
by aie gmt expenditure of our natural 
capital. 

hen an English nobleman heard that 
a spendthrift friend had received a legacy of 
£10,000 he said: That will enable him to 
live at the rate of £20.000 a year for six 
months.“ We have been far too willi to 
live in reckless profusion upon what ought to 
have been regarded as the fixed capital and 
basis of the Nation’s prosperity for all time to 
come. We have wasted, and are still wasting, 
our original natural wealth and resources in 
forests, in fish and game, in the fertility of the 
soil, and in other storehouses of the Nation’s 
natural wealth as if there were no such thing as 
responsibility to the future for our conduct as 
dishonest - trustees of this magnificent inher- 
itance. We have the spendthrift’s childlike 
faith that our patrimony is inexhaustible, 
and the mass of our people have come to be- 
lieve in the omnipotence of science to make 
good all the loss and waste caused by our reck- 
less folly and to bless our disregard of econom. 
ic and moral laws with ali the rewards of 
wise and orderly living. The natural effect of 
this belief upon character is the breaking 
down of moral distinctions and the emancipa- 
tion of the human mind and will from obliga- 
tion, and this effect is already everywhere 
manifest, but the consequences of this mighty 
transformation in thought and character will 
probably unfold themselves gradually. 

We should at once enter upon a careful 
measuring and development of all our natural 
resources, and should guard thein hencefor- 
ward with a new sense of the folly and insani- 
ty of such waste as we have hitherto practiced. 
The existence of a passionate desire for 
wealth side by side with the reckless destruc- 
tion of the materials out of which itis to be 
created isa curious psychological phenom- 
enon. It is a prominent feature in our na- 
tional character at the present time. 


Menace of Warfare. 


Another lesson of the Fair is the absolute 
incongruity, antagonism, and céntrariety of 
war with the highest industrial developments. 
Many nations, perhaps all, become 
civilized .in a considerable degree in some 
departments of their character and action, 
while they are still in large measure 
undeveloped and savage in other respects. 
This is the condition of the leading European 
nations and of dur own country in these clos- 
ing years of the century. All these countries 
believe in war, and they keep themselves in 
readiness for it by maintaining costly arma- 
ments in time of peace. The war ‘spirit or 
feeling is still strong among the rulers of 
European lands, and here, under a form of 
government which was established to sécure 
the rule of the people, we have the essential 
conditions and methods of war blended and 
incorporated with our industrial system. to 
such an extent as to render industry, with the 
national prosperity which depends upon it, 
irregular, fitful, and uncertain. The most in- 
telligent and successful business-men of our 
country say that under existing condi- 
tions business is war, and ‘that it is 
not honest to pretend that its essen- 
tial qualities are those of friendly codp- 
eration for the common interest or benefit. 
Competition in the business world is war, a 
contest in which the strong rise and succeed 
by the fall and defeat of the weak. Those who 
prosper by this system of warfare appear to 
think well of it, but no man who has any seri- 
ous interest in the welfare of his country, or 
even in the prospects of his own children, can 
desire the perpetuation of existing industrial 
conditions. 

It is not possible for any of the great na- 
tions of the world to advance much farther in 
civilization while they go on trying to carry 
war and industrial development forward to- 
gether. It is true that— 

Civilization does git forrid 
times upon a vowder- cart. 

As Mr. Hosea Biglow teils us, but that is in 
the lower stages of development—in the times 
of birth for a nation or people—and for any 
of the great nations to fight now would be to 
renounce and destroy the best that modern 
civilization has achieved. The powder-cart 
and our industrial machinery are moving in 
opposite directions, and we cannot possibly 
ride forward cn both. 

The exhibition of Krupp’s guns and our 
own, and of plates of the finest steel pierced, 
tortured, and ruined by shot in the contest 
between irresistible projectiles and impene- 
trable armor, side by side with the most ex- 
quisite creations of modern industry designed 
to maintain, refine, and improve human life, is 
an enormous absurdity. The metal conditions 
which lead many men in our own country at 
the present time to regard a foreign war as 
desirable on economic grounds are a menace 
to civilization. 

The essential feature in civilized industrial 
methods is the application of science—that is 
of systematized knowledge to all the arts of 
human life, This is the only possible basis 
for the development of a secure and per- 
maneat civilization, and this excludes war and 
all the elements, influences, and conditions 
which produce or promote war. To believe 
that war can coexist with a scientific civiliza-

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THE SEDUCTIVE CIGAR, ITS HISTORY 
AND ANTECEDENTS, 


Growth ef the Tobacco Habit Since the In- 
troduction of the Weed to Civilization 
300 Years Ago=Some Interesting Facts 
Regarding a Great Industry—Clever 
Tricks of the Trade- Figures That 


Stand for a Great Deal to Devotees of 


My Lady Nicotine.” 
Tobacco is an Indian weed. 
It was the devil sowed the seed. 
Three hundred years have passed since the 


early European explorer found the narcotic - 


weed in the newly discovered continent, and a 
computation of the millions of tons consumed 
since that date throughout the world would 
prove as difficult as it might be interesting. 
One fact, however, may be set down as cer- 
tain—call it a luxury or a necessity, regard its 
use as a legitimate relaxation or asa vice—the 
consumption is steadily increasing, and that 
too in a ratio far exceeding the growth of the 
population. Its introduction into the Old 
World was vigorously opposed at first, and its 
use was prohibited by law in Persia, Turkey, 
Russia, and France. The See of Rome con- 
sidered the question of sufficient gravity to 
justify the fulmination of a papa! bull, threat- 
ening excommunication against the devotees 
of the pernicieus sedative. The antipathy of 
James I, of England to the fragrant 
weed has become historic, and found 
expression in his famous controblast against 
tobacco, in which, in terms forcible if not 
elegant, he denounced the object of his aver- 
sion as “loathsome to the eye, hateful to the 
nose, harmful to the brain, and dangerous to 
the lungs.”’ 

And so the fight went on. Both champions 
and foes were earnest and outspoken, although 
the latter have naturally been most aggres- 


sive, the anti-Tobacco Leagues huving been 


prolific of literature of a most denunciatory 
and blood curdling character, But despite all 
warnings men have continued to smoke and 
chew and snuff, until today those, in this 
country at least, who use tobacco in no form 
are the exception to the general rule. Even 
the rosy lips of lovely woman do not disdain 
to close around the duinty cigarette.

And a gleaming cigar. like a new born star, 

In the clasp of their lips burns brightly. 

The inveterate smoker would rather be de- 
prived of his dinner than his cigar. Nor is 
this preference without some shadow of jus- 
tification, for as the cloud wreaths from his 
fragrant Havana circle and eddy above his 
head knotty problems solve themselves and 
troublesome complications become disen- 
tangled, The overworked brain 1s soothed 
and the tired nerves steadied and the whole 
nature rejoices in a sense of peaceful rest. 
What wonder that the words of the old col- 
lege song make a responsive echo in every 
smoker’s breast! 

I've seen the land of all I love 
Fade in the distant dim ; 
I've watched above the blighted heart, 
Where once fond hope hath been; 
But I never saw the sorrow 
That with that could compare 
When off the blue Canary Isles 
I smoked my last cigar, 

In vain do reform“ societies resolve and 
preachers protest. Clergymen will smoke, 
and the declaration of independence on this 
subject by the great Spurgeon has gone far 
toward 228 them in the practice. 

To show of how little avail is the opposi- 
tion to the habit it is necessary only to look 
at the facts. Last year there were made in 
this country more than 4,477,892,767 ci- 

ars. The figures given have reference to 

ome consumption, the 3,202,484 
exported not being included. The 
number imported for the same 
period was 71,405,270. Of the value of this 
product it is possible to form but an ap- 
proximate estimate, the most authentic re- 
sourees giving the value of the home product 
as $25,220,472 and of the imported as 816. 
762,862. 

In Chicago there are 1,360 establishments 
where cigars are made, furnishing employ- 
ment to between 4,000 and 6,000 persons. 
Of this number 2,000 belong to the Cigar 
makers’ Union. They are paid by the 1,000 
and are able to earn from $15 to $35 per 
week, according to their skill and the class of 
work on which they are employed. 

In Milwaukee, which claims to rank second 
in importance in this industry, one concern 
furnishes work to 800 employés, while in 
each of the several others the number engaged 
varies from 200 to 400. 

As compared with other manufactures cigar 
making exceeds in magnitude either brick or 
tile making, confectionery, canned pre- 
served fruits, and vegetables, cheese and 
butter, or refined lard, and is about the same 
as that of all bakery products combined, in- 
cluding bread. 

While Kentucky and Virginia, in the order 
named, lead all the States in regard to the 
quantity of tobacco raised, a quality of leaf 
better udapted to cigars is grown in some 
of the more Northern States. Until 
1879 Connecticut held preéminence in 
this regard when she was forced to yield the 
palm to Pennsylvania, which State in turn 
has been compelled to surrender it to Wiscon- 
sin, whence it is now conceded comes the 
finest domestic wrapper, some grades of 
which are said, indeed, to be nearly equal to 
the clear Havana leaf. 

But American cigars are not all made of to- 
bacco grown in the United States. More than 
632.714 pounds are annually imported, 
chiefly from Cuba and Sumatra, the 
larger portion of which enters into the manu- 
tacture of cigars, The price of the domestic 
cigar ranges from $10 to $80 per 1,000, 
those made wholly or m part of vana to- 
bacco sell at from $50 to $250 per 1,000. 
How far the imported leaf is made to go, the 
duty oh it being 35 cents per pound. or how 
much et the genuine article the purchaser gets 
with his clear Havana filler,“ or his Su- 
matra wrapper,” it is not our province to de- 

There are tricks in all trades but 


rge as the figures above may seem to 
those whose attention has never been specially 
directed to the subject, it must be remem- 
bered that they by no means represent the 
total amount of the cigar consumption of the 
country, since they do not include the impor- 
tations from Havana. Besides small con- 
cerns, whose reputation is merely local, there 
are in that city 125 principal factories, whose 
23282 are known throughout the world. 
Zach of these establishments employs from 
300 to 1,000 workmen. The buildings 
in which the labor is carried on are usually 
of white stone with spacious porticoes, whose 
lofty roofs are supported by massive columns, 
the ceilings of the workrooms being of cedar. 
Each of leading houses has its own distin- 
guishing brand, well known to both the trade 
at large and individual smokers. Such are 
the ** igh Life,” La Capitaua, La Com- 
mercial,” Henry Clay,“ and a large cata- 
logue of others. des these brands, known 
as leaders, nearly all the firms have a variety 
of names for precisely the same article. To 
illustrate, the manufacturers of Flor Cu- 
bana sell the identical cigar as ‘‘ Gratitude,” 
„Soeiadad Commercial.“ and Remington.“ 
so that when you purchase a Soeiadad- 
Regalia-Chica”’ from 2 firm you have a 
„Flor Cubana -Regalia-Ohica” differently 
christened, Each establishment also manu- 
factures from thirty to sixty different sizes of 
cigars, distinguished from each other by a 
system of nomenclature which includes refer- 
ences to the great and good of both worlds 
and all „such as ** Celestials,”’ Bona- 
ange 6 ublicanos,“ Bouquet,“ etc.

wildering number of over 200,000 varieties 
from which to select, the chief points of dif- 
ference being make, size price. 

The number of Cuban imported into 
this country is enormous and is annually in- 
creasing. Ten years ago the number was

tions. In this market dealers rarely handle 
cigars costing more $150 in Havana, 
and comparatively few of these are sold here.

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manufacturer was compeiled to decline to 
duplicate the order Owing to his inability to 
find any more such wrappers as he had used 
before. 

Not always is the fact that acigar comes 
from Havana a guaranty that it is made 
from Cuban tobacco, the growth of Hayti, 
Mexico, Hungary, and even Virginia being 

by manufacturers. Experts, however, 
are able to determine whence the materials 
composing it have come by cutting 
open the sample longitudinally for pur- 
poses of examination. External appearances 
are deceptive. The appearance of colidad is 
perhaps the most satisfactory indication of 
genuineness. but this affords no test as to 
what is concealed beneath the wrapper, which 
may be found to be of very inferior quality, 
palmed off upon the unwary or ignorant con- 
sumer as genuine Havana.“ 

With regard to the moral aspects of the 
question each one must decide for hiniself. 
The cost of smoking half a dozen good e gars 
aday—and many sinokers consider that a 
moderate allowance—is between $200 and 
$300 per year. The deleterious effect of 
overindulgence upon the mind ana body is 
too well known to call for elucidation or com- 
ment, 

One feature of the cigar manufacturing in- 
dustry deserves especial notice. The deli- 
eately-matured smoker, whose sensibilities 
are rudely shocked by the prospect of hand- 
ling a weed polluted by contact with the hand 
of a“ son of toil,”’ would stand aghast did he 
know the circumstances under which not a 
few of faverite alleged “Havanas” are 
rolled. In h@murky, smoke-laden district of 
every large — there isa class of tenements 
devoted largely to this industry. Here, in 
close, ill-ventilated rooms, whole families 
work in concert without regard to age or sex. 
The gray-headed sire stimuiates both by pre- 
cept and example the infant toddler in the 
handling and manipulation of the leaf. The 
wife and mother finds time in the intervals of 
her carelessly-performed household duties to 
“strip and stem.“ Every member of the 
family contributes his or her share of labor 
toward swelling the common fund which, 
at best, only barely sustains life. 

In these dens, for they are nothing eise, are 
made many of the cigars whose. form, odor, 
and flavor commend them to the smoker who 
abhors dirt as his satanic majesty is said to 
shrink from holy water. And what of the 
children raised in these filthy, overcrowded 
habitations? Their sallow faces and shrunken 
forms attest the feebleness of their constitu- 
tions. Their health is blighted through heri- 
tage; they know not the joys of childhood; 

subtle poison of nicotine. absorbed 
through every pore of their delicate skins. 
ages them before they have their 
teens. 

It is to the credit of the American workmen 
that few of thei: number are to 
be found in the ranks of these 
tenement-house cigarmakers. The foreign 
element of the population, largely Bohe- 
mians, yields its neck more readily to such a 
yoke and it is from this element that such 
wotkers come. The unions have attempted 
to exterminate the ‘* tenement-house system,“ 
but hitherto with only a moderate meed of 
success. Such labor is cheap, and it will 
probably be in the markét until men forswear 
the solace of the nicotine weed or until, in the 
dawn of the millennium, corporations forget 
their greed.
